Ipswich,  Mass.,  will  definitely  not  hold  a  town  meeting  the 
night  of  Monday,  Jan.  9 »  for  that  is  when  Mary  Martin  returns  to  star 
in  "Peter  Pan"  on  NBC -TV's  PRODUCERS'  SHOWCASE,  in  a  two-hour  musical 
version  of  the  James  M.  Barrie  classic.  Co-starring  Cyril  Ritchard 
and  produced,  adapted,  staged  and  choreographed  by  Jerome  Robbins, 
"Peter  Pan"  will  be  colorcast  from  7 • 30  to  9»3G  p.m.,  EST. 

Last  March  7,  when  "Peter  Pan"  was  first  seen  on  NBC-TV, 
Ipswich  town  fathers  had  scheduled  a  meeting  to  approve  an  $800,000 
budget.  The  meeting  almost  proved  a  cropper,  since  a  majority  of  the 
good  burghers  were  at  home  watching  Miss  Martin's  Peter  Pan  enchant 
a  nation  of  over  67,000,000  rapt  viewers.  The  proceedings  were 
delayed  an  hour  while  100  members  were  reluctantly  summoned  from

their  homes  to  vote.  Ipswich  will  not  be  alone  this  Monday  in 
avoiding  competition  with  Peter  Pan  and  his  high-flying  friends  from 
Never-Neverland.  Once  more,  the  nation’s  heart  is  expected  to  be 
attuned  to  the  enthralling  adventures  of  Barrie’s  embodiment  of 
eternal  youth. 

Mary  Martin’s  "Peter  Pan"  received  a  66.1  rating  in  a 
Nielsen  survey  last  March  —  the  largest  audience  --  67,300,000 
viewers  --  ever  to  have  witnessed  a  single  network  television 
program. 

The  survey  figures  did  not  include  the  "uncounted" 
audiences  assembled  at  public  places  and  parties.  Literally 
thousands  of  "Peter  Pan"  parties  were  reported  across  the  nation, 
swelling  the  number  of  viewers  clustered  around  TV  sets. 

Dealers  of  the  Ford  Motor  Company  and  the  Radio  Corporation 
of  America,  sponsors  of  "Peter  Pan,"  and  affiliated  and  owned-and- 
operated  stations  of  the  network  once  again,  are  arranging  for  groups 
to  see  the  telecast  in  color.  Parties  in  schools,  hospitals  and 
various  public  places,  under  the  aegis  of  parent-teacher  associations 
and  civic  organizations,  are  once  more  the  order  of  the  day.  In 
some  communities,  "Peter  Pan"  is  being  assigned  as  the  only  "homework" 
of  the  evening.  The  situation  recalls  the  incident  of  a  grade  school 
teacher  in  Darien,  Conn.,  who  fastened  a  note  to  the  clothing  of 
each  of  her  five-year-old  pupils  reading:  "There  will  be  no  parent- 
teachers’  meeting  Monday  night  because  of  ’Peter  Pan’  on  television." 

Nor  was  this  the  only  whimsical  instance  of  the  impact  of 
"Peter  Pan"  last  time.  A  Long  Island  tavern  keeper  closed  his  doors  to  his 
regular  customers,  admitted  only  neighborhood  children  and  served

them  milk,  soda  pop  and  pop-corn  as  they  clustered  delightedly 
around  his  color  TV  receiver. 

Broadway's  "Great  White  Way"  glittered  as  always,  but  the 
customary  throngs  were  conspicuous  by  their  absence.  Restaurants 
reported  the  quietest  Monday  night  they  had  experienced  in  years,  as 
did  theatres,  movie  palaces  and  nightclubs.  Bus  and  taxi  drivers 
in  many  communities  were  aware  of  unusually  light  traffic,  for  their 
customary  riders  had  hastened  home  as  early  as  possible  so  as  not  to 
miss  a  moment  of  "Peter  Pan." 

After  the  show,  the  NBC  switchboard  was  jammed  with 
literally  hundreds  of  calls  congratulating  both  the  network  and  the 
star.  The  next  day,  the  critical  press  was  not  merely  unanimous,  but 
downright  ecstatic  in  praising  "Peter  Pan,"  Mary  Martin  and  all  those 
connected  with  the  production.  "Having  put  on  'Peter  Pan'  so 
brilliantly,"  said  an  editorial  in  the  New  York  Herald  Tribune,  "the 
television  industry  is  entitled  to  take  its  bows."  That  paper's 
John  Crosby  wrote  in  his  column,  "Just  about  100  per  cent  enchantment 
...as  close  to  perfection  as  we've  got  yet,  conceivably  the  most 
polished,  finished  and  delightful  show  that  has  ever  been  on  tele¬ 
vision."  These  sentiments  were  identical  to  those  of  dozens  of 
others  of  the  nation's  critics,  who  wrote  in  similarly  glowing  terms 
about  a  show  that  made  television  history. 

This  Monday  evening,  Jan.  9*  there  is  every  enchanted  reason 
to  believe  that  history  will  repeat  itself,  when  Mary  Martin's  "Peter 
Pan"  flies  into  the  homes  and  hearts  of  America  once  more.

Story  of  Rancher’s  Fight  to  Save  Property  Is  Set 
In  Orange  Grove  in  San  Fernando  Valley 


NBC  MATINEE  THEATER,  precedent-setting  TV  series,  will  add 
another  page  to  television  history  when  it  presents  video's  first 
drama  to  be  done  live  in  color  and  black  and  white  from  an  outdoor 
location  Wednesday,  Jan.  11  (NBC-TV,  3-*+  p.m.,  EST). 

The  locale  for  the  production  will  be  Rancho  Rinconada,  one 
of  the  nation's  most  beautiful  and  productive  orange  groves, 
situated  in  woodland  hills  of  Southern  California’s  famed  San 
Fernando  Valley. 

An  original  teleplay,  "All  the  Trees  of  the  Field,"  has 
been  selected  for  this  occasion.  It  is  now  being  completed  by 
Sylvia  Richards,  prominent  motion  picture  and  television  writer. 

The  outdoor  drama  will  be  presented  as  part  of  an 
experimental  undertaking  being  spearheaded  by  Fred  Wile  Jr., 

NBC's  Pacific  Division  Vice  President  in  charge  of  Programming,  and

Thomas  W.  Sarnoff,  Production  Director.  In  consultation  with  Albert 
McCleery,  Executive  Producer  of  "NBC  Matinee  Theater,"  they  have 
given  the  unprecedented  directorial  assignment  to  Alan  Neuman,  31 > 
who  has  eight  years’  service  with  the  network. 

This  undertaking,  the  executives  said,  "constitutes  a 
long,  first  step  toward  putting  the  color  and  magnitude  of  the  world 
we  live  in  on  home  television  screens.  As  a  result  of  this  venture 
the  nation’s  viewers  may  soon  be  seeing  some  of  the  world’s  most 
beautiful  sights  in  color  in  daily  TV  fare." 

"We’re  taking  Shakespeare  at  his  word,"  Neuman  added,  "when 
the  famed  Bard  said,  ’All  the  world's  a  stage’." 

Key  roles  in  the  pioneering  project  will  be  played  by  two 
huge  trucks  --  NBC’s  $600,000  color  mobile  unit  --  with  their 
total  of  five  costly  color  cameras.  They  will  be  driven  to  the 
orange  grove  from  New  York,  after  a  stopover  at  Pasadena,  Calif., 
yesterday  for  NBC-TV's  annual  coverage  of  the  Tournament  of  Roses 
Parade . 

For  the  telecasting  of  the  full-hour  drama,  Neuman  said 
he  would  use  four  of  the  five  cameras,  saving  the  fifth  for  standby 
purposes.  The  entire  production  will  be  played  outdoors,  with 
occasional  scenes  on  the  front  porch  of  the  ranch  house.  Dress 
rehearsal  will  be  scheduled  exactly  24  hours  before  air  time,  the 
director  said,  to  anticipate  problems  of  light  and  shadow  as  much  as 
possible . 

Neuman  said  that  the  possibility  of  rain  is  not  one  of  his 
major  problems.  To  take  care  of  that  contingency,  he  said,  there

will  be  alternate  lines  of  dialogue  in  six  places  in  the  script  — 
one  line  to  be  used  if  the  weather  is  dry,  the  other  if  it  rains. 

Rancho  Rinconada  is  a  color  cameraman’s  dream  --  a  setting 
of  orange  trees  with  their  dark  green  leaves  and  brightly  colored 
fruit,  and  backed  on  one  side  by  a  row  of  purple-misted  mountains. 
Nevertheless,  said  the  director,  there  will  be  no  background  shots 
for  their  own  sake  —  only  if  and  when  they  figure  in  the  story. 

"All  the  Trees  of  the  Field"  is  essentially  the  story  of  a 
70-year-old  orange  rancher  in  his  struggle  to  retain  his  beloved 
grove  against  the  encroachments  of  an  expanding  city's  real-estate 
sub-dividers.  Previous  television  credits  by  its  author,  Miss 
Richards,  include  NBC-TV's  "Medic"  and  "Dr.  Hudson's  Secret 
Journal."  Among  her  movie  credits  are  "Ruby  Gentry,"  which  starred 
Jennifer  Jones;  "Tomahawk,"  which  starred  Van  Heflin;  and  the  Joan 
Crawford  film,  "Possessed."

OVERSEAS  BRITISH  COLONIES  WITH  PICKUPS  FROM  BIMINI 
AND  CAT  CAY  IN  THE  BAHAMAS  ON  SUNDAY,  JAN.  29 

WIDE  WIDE  WORLD,  which  wandered  across  the  water  to  Cuba 
last  November,  will  traverse  some  more  Atlantic  Ocean  on  Sunday, 

Jan,  29 ,  to  visit  the  British  Crown  colonies  of  Bimini  and  Cat  Cay  in 
the  Bahamas. 

In  order  to  bring  these  first  controlled  telecasts  from  an 
overseas  British  possession  to  the  United  States,  "Wide  Wide  World" 
will  have  to  build  the  equivalent  of  a  television  station  on  Bimini, 
according  to  producer  Robert  Bendick,  who  points  out  there  are  no 
transmitters  on  either  island  --  and  not  even  a  telephone  on  Bimini. 

The  NBC-TV  program1 s  live  cameras  will  show  United  States 
viewers  what  life  is  like  in  a  realm  where  millionaire  sportsmen  cast 
for  tuna,  marlin,  wahoo,  amberjack,  horse-eye  jack,  and  groupers  (all 
of  these,  for  the  benefit  of  non-millionaires  and  non-sportsmen,  are 
fish.)  The  waters  off  these  islands  are  regarded  as  the  best  big 
game  fishing  territory  in  the  world. 

The  cameras  will  even  go  underwater  to  show  the  fish,  along 
with  skin  divers  and  maybe  even  a  submarine.

EVA  LeGALLIENNE  (Miss  Moffat)  -  One  of  the  theatre's  most  honored 
personalities.  Miss  LeGallienne ’ s  career  has  made  her  name  one  of  the 
best  known  in  the  modern  theatre.  Born  in  England,  the  daughter  of 
poet-novelist  Richard  LeGallienne,  she  was  educated  in  Paris  and  London, 
making  her  dramatic  debut  in  London  at  age  15  with  Constance  Collier  in

stardom  as  Julie  in  the  American  premiere  of  Molnar's  "Liliom, "  opposite 
Joseph  Schildkraut.  Molnar's  "The  Swan"  provided  her  with  a 
subsequent  vehicle  of  equal  success.  Miss  LeGallienne  in  1926  realized 
a  long-cherished  dream  by  establishing  the  famed  Civic  Repertory 
Theatre  in  New  York,  which  for  eight  years  performed  some  35  of  the 
world's  great  dramatic  classics  at  popular  prices.  With  Miss  Le¬ 
Gallienne  as  leading  actress,  producer  and  director,  the  company  gave 
memorable  performances  of  Chekhov,  Ibsen,  Moliere,  Goldoni,  Dumas, 
the  Quinteros  and  many  others.  "Peter  Pan"  and  "Alice  In  Wonderland" 
were  two  of  the  hits.  In  1946,  Miss  LeGallienne  and  Margaret  Webster 
founded  the  American  Repertory  Theatre,  another  noble  experiment  felled 
by  the  high  costs  and  conditions  of  latter-day  Broadway.  Since  then 
Miss  LeGallienne  has  made  countless  radio,  stock  company,  Broadway  and 
TV  appearances,  her  last  being  on  this  same  series  as  a  star  of  "Alice 
In  Wonderland."  She  has  made  recordings  of  the  classics,  written  two 
autobiographical  best-sellers  and  received  an  impressive  list  of  honors 
for  her  work  in  the  American  theatre.  Last  season,  she  was  seen  on 
Broadway  in  "The  Starcross  Story,"  Last  month,  in  Milwaukee,  she 
played  three  sold-out  weeks  in  "The  Corn  Is  Green, "  in  which  she  has 
performed  at  the  New  York  City  Center  of  Drama  in  1950,  also  under

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JOHN  KERR  (Morgan  Evans)-  Mr.  Kerr  ±3  one  of  the  fastest-rising  young 
stars  in  show  business,  since  his  Broadway  triumphs  in  "Bernardine" 
and  "Tea  and  Sympathy."  The  son  of  two  well-known  actors,  June  Walker 
and  Geoffrey  Kerr,  John  majored  in  English  at  Harvard  University  and 
whetted  his  appetite  for  the  stage  with  occasional  appearances  at  the 
nearby  Brattle  Theatre  in  Cambridge,  Mass.  While  still  an  undergraduate 
he  appeared  in  Summer  stock  with  the  late  Gertrude  Lawrence.  After 
his  graduation  in  1952,  Kerr  was  cast  almost  immediately  for  his  first 
Broadway  role  in  "Bernardine . "  Overnight  acclaim  v/as  his  after 
opening  with  Deborah  Kerr  in  "Tea  and  Sympathy."  Next  came  "All 
Summer  Long,"  in  which  he  acted  the  son  of  his  real  mother,  June  Walker.

LeGallienne 1 s  Summer  tour  in  this  play.  Carmen  trained  for  the  stage 
in  London,  England,  at  the  Royal  Academy  of  Dramatic  Arts.  Her 
first  professional  appearance  was  with  the  Stratford-on-Avon 
Shakespearean  Company  in  "As  You  Like  It."  Returning  to  the  United 
States,  she  made  her  American  debut  as  Lady  Mortimer  in  Maurice  Evans' 
production  of  "Henry  IV."

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NBC  YEAR-END  REPORT 

FOR  RELEASE  FRIDAY  A.M.,  JAN,  6,  1956 

The  National  Broadcasting  Company  in  1955  chalked  up  an 
unprecedented  increase  of  34.6  per  cent  in  total  gross  billings  over 
the  previous  year  for  the  NBC  Television  Network  and  a  gain  of  22.5 
per  cent  in  overall  income  as  compared  with  1954. 

Both  these  increases  were  recorded  while  NBC  continued  its 
pioneering  in  all  aspects  of  broadcasting,  forging  new  sales  and 
programming  concepts  which,  as  soon  as  they  became  successful,  were 
adopted  by  others  in  the  industry. 

The  achievements  of  the  management  team  of  Sylvester  L. 
Weaver  Jr.  and  Robert  W.  Sarnoff  in  giving  NBC  its  most  successful 
year  were  recognized  by  their  promotions  on  Dec.  8,  Mr.  Weaver 
becoming  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  Mr.  Sarnoff  taking  over  his 
position  as  President. 

NBC  increased  its  color  television  schedule  in  1955  by 
500  per  cent  to  40  hours  a  month,  while  other  networks  marked  time 
with  token  contributions  or  complete  inactivity. 

NBC  set  a  new  record  in  1955  for  the  number  of  advertisers 
using  network  television  --  a  total  of  231.  In  the  first  nine  months

"Wide  Wide  World"  developed  Sunday  afternoon  audiences  of 
night-time  size,  and  the  full-color  Maurice  Evans  "Hallmark  Hall  of 
Fame"  series  scored  Sunday  afternoon  successes  with  "Alice  in 
Wonderland"  and  "The  Devil's  Disciple." 

Another  important  new  1955  show  was  "Playwrights  55,"  an 
hour-long  drama  series  produced  by  award-winning  Fred  Coe. 

NBC-TV  continued  to  emphasize  comedy  with  its  Tuesday 
evening  rotating  stars,  including  Martha  Raye,  Milton  Berle,  and  Bob 
Hope,  and  on  other  evenings  Martin  and  Lewis,  Jimmy  Durante,  Groucho 
Marx,  Sid  Caesar  and  George  Gobel. 

The  outstanding  public  affairs  presentations  were  the  Elder 
Wise  Men  Series,  which  included  the  widely  acclaimed  one-hour 
"Conversation  with  Herbert  Hoover";  "1976,"  a  look  into  America’s 
future  on  the  occasion  of  its  200th  anniversary  as  a  republic;  the 
"Project  20"  series  which  offered  a  repeat  of  "Three,  Two,  One  -- 
Zero,"  and  the  new  "Nightmare  in  Red"  and  "Assignment:  India."

"American  Forum, "  "Youth  Wants  to  Know"  and  "Meet  the 
Press,"  continued  weekly  presentations  of  leading  national  and  world 
figures . 

The  NBC  Opera  Theatre  in  January  gave  a  two -hour  performance 
of  Puccini rs  "Tosca,"  followed  in  February  by  Richard  Strauss*  "The 
Would  Be  Gentleman,"  and  in  May  by  Gian  Carlo  Menotti*s  "The  Saint  of 
Bleecker  Street."  Other  opera  presentations  included  an  NBC- 
commissioned  work,  "Griff elkin"  by  Lukas  Foss;  Puccini's  "Madam 
Butterfly,"  and,  for  the  sixth  time  at  Christmas,  Gian  Carlo 
Menotti's  "Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors."  As  1955  neared  its 
conclusion  the  formation  of  a  touring  repertory  opera  company  to 
augment  the  activities  of  the  NBC  Opera  Theatre  on  TV  was  announced. 

In  early  1955*  NBC  organized  its  new  Program  Development 
Department  and  launched  a  nationwide  campaign  to  uncover  new  comedy 
writers  for  television  in  the  nation's  colleges.  This  search  resulted 
in  10,000  submissions  of  comedy  material.  Twelve  comedy  writers  were 
selected  and  placed  under  seven-year  contracts  with  NBC. 

The  NBC  News  and  Special  Events  Department  took  Americans 
to  the  four  corners  of  their  own  country  and  throughout  the  world  for 
such  history-making  events  as  President  Eisenhower's  illness  and  the 
resultant  impact  on  politics  and  policy;  the  Geneva  Meeting  of  the 
Big  Four;  the  Salk  polio  immunization  vaccine  tests;  the  Malenkov 
resignation  and  the  Soviet  shake-up;  the  romance  and  parting  of 
Princess  Margaret  and  Group  Capt.  Peter  Townsend;  the  hurricanes  and 
the  New  England  floods;  the  Supreme  Court's  order  on  desegregation  in 
public  schools;  the  Argentine  revolution;  the  French  crises  at  home, 
in  Indo-China  and  North  Africa,  and  the  U.S.  plan  to  launch  earth 
satellites .

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Irving  R.  Levine  become  the  first  broadcasting  representative 
to  gain  permanent  accreditation  in  Moscow  and  transmitted  on  Saturday, 
July  16,  the  first  direct  broadcast  from  Moscow  by  an  American  news 
correspondent  since  1947. 

NBC  again  led  all  other  networks  in  sports  coverage  with 
exclusive  rights  for  telecasting  the  World  Series  (presented  in  color 
in  1955  for  the  first  time);  13  NCAA  football  games,  both  regional 
and  national;  the  Gillette  Cavalcade  of  Sports;  the  Rose  and 
Cotton  Bowl  games;  the  Blue-Grey  game;  the  East-West  Shrine  game;  the 
National  Football  League  Championship;  the  Davis  Cup  Tennis  Matches; 
the  U.S.  National  Open  Golf  Tournament;  the  World  Championship  Golf 
Tournament;  the  National  Basketball  Association’s  Pro  Games;  and  top 
horse  racing  events. 

NBC -TV  SALES 

New  highs  were  established  in  total  billings,  number  of 
clients  and  total  sponsored  time. 

Above  all  else,  1955  saw  a  further  rise  in  the  trend  toward 
wider  use  of  network  television  by  more  advertisers.  Many  new  clients 
joined  the  list  of  NBC  "regulars."  Emphasizing  the  trend  toward  color 
TV,  more  than  two  dozen  advertisers  sponsored  regularly  scheduled 
color  shows  on  the  network. 

Starting  last  Fall,  NBC  made  its  Sunday  night  color 
Spectacular  available  on  a  participating  basis  for  the  first  time. 

Known  as  "Color  Spread,"  it  is  currently  95  per  cent  sold  out  in  its 
first  full  year,  with  only  a  few  positions  for  next  Summer  still 
open. 

(more ) 
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Another  major  sales  achievement  was  the  $9  million  sell-out 
of  the  new  Saturday  night  "Perry  Como  Show,"  sponsored  jointly  by 
six  advertisers  through  the  end  of  next  Summer. 

A  third  key  development  was  the  new  business  signed  in  the 
Sunday  afternoon  area,  the  purchase  by  General  Motors  of  "Wide  Wide 
World"  and  the  sale  of  the  Maurice  Evans  series  to  Hallmark. 

Additional  sales  were  recorded  in  the  Saturday  schedule, 
where  children's  programs  and  college  football  added  eight 
advertisers  to  the  network's  roster. 

1959  Advertisers 

Among  the  new  clients  signed  by  the  Sales  Department  during 
the  year  were  such  first-time  TV  users  as  United  Motors,  Dormeyer, 
American  Petroleum  Institute,  Webster,  Upjohn,  American  Viscose, 
Evinrude,  General  Dynamics,  Carrier,  Beech-nut  and  American  Standard. 

NBC's  Participating  Program  sales  staff  contributed  heavily 
toward  the  over-all  gains  in  network  business,  increasing  its  "Today, 
"Home"  and  "Tonight"  billings  by  more  than  one-third  to  a  total  of 
$17  million  in  1955*  A  total  of  131  different  advertisers  bought 
participations  in  the  T-H-T  programs.  As  of  December  more  than 
$6  million  in  1956  billings  on  T-H-T  had  already  been  signed. 

Daytime  Records 

The  network  made  substantial  gains  in  daytime  sales,  the 
latest  figures  (November)  indicating  a  40  per  cent  improvement  over 
1954.  "Matinee  Theater"  started  with  a  record-breaking  $4.5  million 
in  business  signed  before  the  show  went  on  the  air.  This  total  has 
since  been  expanded. 


(more ) 
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Summer  Sales 

1955  was  the  most  successful  year  in  the  Television  Net¬ 
work's  history  in  Summer  sales.  The  evening  schedule  included  only  a 
single  unsold  weekly  half-hour,  versus  six  open  half-hours  the  pre¬ 
vious  Summer,  while  in  the  daytime  the  1995  third-quarter  billings 
were  2-1/2  times  those  of  the  corresponding  195^  period. 

Longer  Lineups 

The  improvement  in  total  time  revenues  reflected  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  longer  station  lineups.  As  an  illustration  the  average 
evening  TV  program  was  sponsored  on  105  stations  in  November,  1955* 
compared  to  94  stations  in  November,  1954.  The  present  average  will 
increase  even  more  in  the  near  future  as  NBC's  Program  Extension  Plan 
(PEP),  providing  lower  time  costs  to  advertisers  buying  optional 
stations,  is  adopted  by  more  sponsors.  Within  a  month  after  PEP  was 
announced  in  October,  21  advertisers  adopted  the  plan  for  an  addi¬ 
tional  weekly  total  of  133  station-hours. 

Co-op  Sales 

The  sale  of  NBC  programs  to  affiliates  for  resale  to  local 
advertisers  rose  sharply  in  1955  to  more  than  $400,000  compared  to 
about  $150,000  the  previous  year. 

TeleSales 

During  the  year  the  TeleSales  Division  was  set  up  to  prepare 
special  kinescoped  and  closed  circuit  sales  presentations  to  prospects 
plus  similarly  produced  merchandising  aids  for  NBC  advertisers. 

During  its  initial  1955  operation  this  Unit  prepared  330  such  films 
and  closed  circuit  presentations. 

(more ) 
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NBC  RADIO 

Via  three  programming-sales  concepts--"Monitor, "  "Weekday” 
and  the  "Top  Ten  Plan"--NBC  Radio  during  1955  pioneered  new  patterns 
for  network  radio  advertisers,  with  emphasis  on  participating  sponsor¬ 
ship  and  cumulative  audiences.  These  NBC  innovations  offered  adver¬ 
tisers  the  greatest  flexibility  and  economy  ever  devised  by  network 
radio. 

At  the  year’s  conclusion  NBC  was  the  only  radio  network 
offering  one-minute  participation  buys  in  all  program  segments --day- 
time,  evening  and  weekend. 

Approximately  50  per  cent  of  the  96  different  advertisers 
using  NBC  Radio  during  the  year  employed  participation  schedules. 
"Monitor"  had  advance  gross  billings  amounting  to  over  $1,000,000  and 
was  58  per  cent  sold  out  four  weeks  before  the  service  went  on  the 
air  June  12. 

Seven  different  advertisers  have  sponsored  "Weekday,"  the 
network’s  latest  addition  to  its  "magazine  concept"  programming,  since 

its  debut  Nov.  7. 

/ 

The  "Top  Ten  Plan"  instituted  Oct.  3  attracted  11  adver¬ 
tisers.  The  plan  permits  advertisers  to  buy  into  established,  leading 
evening  shows  in  any  combination  and  thus  obtain  large  cumulative 
audiences . 

ENGINEERING  AND  PRODUCTION 

A  $12,000,000  program  for  the  expansion  of  color  facilities 
to  be  completed  In  1956  was  announced  Nov.  7.  These  facilities  in¬ 
clude  a  new  production  studio  in  Brooklyn,  conversion  of  the  Ziegfeld 
Theatre  in  New  York,  a  new  color  studio  and  technical  building  in 

Burbank,  and  the  conversion  of  WNBQ  to  an  all-color  station. 

(more ) 
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To  provide  for  "Monitor"  and  "Weekday,"  a  completely 
flexible  new  technical  facility  --  Radio  Central  --  was  designed  and 
built.  Radio  Central  consists  of  a  communicators  studio,  two 
announcer  booths,  two  control  booths,  a  tape  recording-editing- 
playback  studio  and  the  NBC  newsroom. 

On  Nov.  13  the  first  "live"  television  pickup  from  Havana, 
Cuba,  was  successfully  transmitted  to  the  U.S.  during  "Wide  Wide 
World."  An  airplane  flying  at  approximately  11,000  feet  --  45  miles 
from  Homestead,  Fla.  —  picked  up  the  signal  from  the  Havana 
transmitter  and  relayed  it  to  Miami  for  network  transmission. 

THE  STATIONS 

NBC’s  affiliated  stations  during  1955  matched  the  long 
forward  strides  taken  by  the  network.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
8l  affiliates  had  equipped  their  transmitters  for  the  rebroadcasts  of 
network  color  programs.  By  Dec.  31*  1955*  this  number  was  boosted  to 
114. 

By  the  year's  end  15  NBC  stations  were  equipped  to  originat 
local  "live"  color  programs  and  39  were  equipped  with  color  slide  or 
film  equipment. 

At  the  end  of  1955*  the  NBC  Television  Network  totaled  196 
stations  of  which  171  were  interconnected. 

The  NBC  Radio  Network  began  its  30th  year  as  a  nationwide 
service  of  197  affiliated  stations. 

NBC  OWNED  STATIONS 

WNBQ,  Chicago,  made  the  big  news  of  the  year  with  the 
announcement  that  by  April,  1956,  it  will  become  the  world's  first 
TV  station  to  broadcast  all  local  "live"  programs  in  color. 

(more ) 
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WRCA  and  WRCA -TV,  New  York;  WRC  and  WRC-TV,  Washington; 

WTAM  and  WNBK,  Cleveland;  KRCA,  Los  Angeles,  and  KNBC,  San  Francisco, 
all  continued  to  blaze  trails  for  the  industry  with  outstanding  public 
service  programming. 

The  sales  story  on  NBC  Owned  stations  during  1955  paralleled 
the  programming  achievements.  By  the  end  of  October,  a  record  year 
was  in  sight  as  local  and  national  spot  TV  billings  rose  more  than 
14  per  cent  above  the  same  period  for  1954  and  local  and  national 
spot  radio  billings  climbed  to  four  per  cent  above  the  same  period 
for  a  year  ago. 

Having  pioneered  in  the  development  of  UHF,  NBC  expressed 
its  faith  in  ultra  high  frequency  television  by  applying  for  the 
acquisition  of  two  UHF  stations, as  authorized  by  the  FCC .  NBC  took 
over  ownership  of  WBUF-TV,  Buffalo,  N.Y.,  operating  on  Channel  17  on 
Dec.  30.  Application  is  also  pending  for  approval  of  NBC's  purchase 
of  the  capital  stock  of  the  New  Britain  Broadcasting  Company, 
licensee  of  WKNB-TV,  UHF  TV  station,  and  WKNB,  daytime  radio  station, 
in  New  Britain,  Conn. 

NBC  applied  to  the  FCC  for  approval  of  an  exchange  of  NBC's 
Cleveland  stations,  WNBK,  WTAM  and  WTAM-FM,  and  $3,000,000,  for 
stations  WPTZ  and  KYW  of  the  Westinghouse  Broadcasting  Co.  in 
Philadelphia.  FCC  approval  was  granted  Dec.  29. 

NBC  SPOT  SALES 

NBC  Spot  Sales  continued  its  leadership  pace  among  national 
representatives  through  overall  growth,  the  initiation  of  new  agency 
services,  and  strong  sales  increases.  Final  reports  for  1955 
indicated  NBC  Spot  Sales  had  increased  its  total  billings  by  15  per

During  the  year  NBC  Spot  Sales  was  appointed  national 
representative  for  KOMO,  Seattle;  KOA,  Denver,  and  the  NBC  Western 
Radio  Network  in  radio  and  KOMO-TV,  Seattle;  KOA-TV,  Denver,  and 
Associated  Television  Ltd.  of  England,  in  television. 

NBC  FILM  DIVISION 

During  1955*  the  NBC  Film  Division  surpassed  its  production 
and  sales  records  of  the  previous  year.  The  Division  commissioned 
three  new  TV  film  series  of  39  half-hour  episodes  each:  "Steve 
Donovan,  Western  Marshal,"  "The  Great  Gildersleeve"  and  "Crunch  and 
Des."  Operations  were  extended  to  new  markets  in  England,  Canada, 
Australia  and  New  Zealand. 

Eleven  Film  Division  programs  were  sold  in  more  than  100 
domestic  markets  and  12  programs  are  now  sold  in  the  New  York  market 
alone . 

Sales  of  earlier  NBC  Film  Division  properties  and  former 
network  film  series  continued  to  mount  in  1955-  "Dangerous  Assignment" 
and  "Hopalong  Cassidy,"  the  Division's  original  properties,  were  still 
going  strong,  as  were  "Badge  714,"  "Victory  at  Sea,"  and  "Life  of 
Riley." 

SERVICE  DEPARTMENTS 

Primary  contributions  of  NBC  Research  and  Planning  were 
NBC's  quarter-million  dollar  before-and-af ter  study  of  television, 
"Strangers  Into  Customers,"  and  the  Program  Extension  Plan  (PEP). 
Continuing  NBC's  pioneering  efforts  to  present  documentary  proof  of 
the  selling  power  of  the  broadcast  media,  the  results  of  Fort  Wayne 
studies  were  released  during  1955*  The  first  of  these,  entitled 

(more) 
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"Strangers  Into  Customers/’  yielded  dramatic  evidence  of  network  TV’s 
selling  power  on  consumer  buying  habits.  "Dealers  Sound  Off  On 
Advertising,"  a  follow-up  study,  reporting  the  impact  of  television 
advertising  on  food  and  drug  retailers,  was  released  in  November,  1955 

NBC’s  PEP  Plan  produced  more  than  21  separate  orders  for  44 
PEP  stations  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  its  operation. 

In  May,  television  for  the  first  time  used  its  own  medium  to 
tell  its  own  sales  story.  NBC  presented  a  color  closed  circuit 
telecast  of  a  22-minute  film,  "Strangers  Into  Customers,"  to  over 
2,000  key  advertising  and  agency  executives  in  28  cities  --  probably 
the  largest  single  sales  presentation  ever  made. 

In  June,  Tide  Magazine’s  Leadership  Panel  (comprised  of 
5,000  advertising  executives)  singled  out  NBC  as  doing  the  "best  job 
of  advertising  itself  in  the  entire  broadcast  field."  In  September, 
NBC  won  the  Direct  Mail  Advertising  Association's  top  award  for  "the 
best  direct  mail  of  1955* "  Over  600  companies  in  all  fields  competed. 

Radio  Sales  Promotion  in  1955  emphasized  promotion  of 
specific  programs  which  could  result  in  direct  sales.  The  "Monitor" 
promotion  kit  contained  19  separate  texts  of  material  for  promoting 
"Monitor"  among  dealers  and  distributors.  The  extensive  campaign 
included  every  medium,  conventional  and  unconventional,  from  an 
electric  Spectacular  in  Times  Square  to  window  streamers  for  radio 
dealers . 

The  increase  in  NBC  color  programming  in  1955  was  paralleled 
by  an  extension  of  promotion  in  color.  NBC  was  the  first  network  to 
integrate  actual  color  film  clips  into  60-second  color  promotion 
announcements.  One  of  the  outstanding  achievements  in  broadcast 

(more ) 
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promotion  was  NBC’s  expansion  of  the  traditional  5-second  nighttime 
network  identification  to  10  seconds.  Virtually  every  nighttime 
client  relinquished  5  seconds  of  program  time;  this  time,  added  to 
the  network’s  5-seconds  for  identification,  made  it  possible  for 
NBC-TV  to  become  the  only  network  using  10-second  promotion  units  in 
prime  evening  time. 

The  NBC  Merchandising  Department,  marking  its  fourth  year 
of  operations,  conducted  campaigns  for  149  sponsors  compared  to  107 
for  1954,  an  increase  of  40  per  cent. 

A  number  of  special  promotions  on  "Home"  were  conducted  in 
1955  and  resulted  in  tie-ins  with  leading  food  and  department  stores 
throughout  the  country.  These  included  "Department  Store  of  the 
Week,"  "Father’s  Day  at  HOME,"  and  a  special  "Tele-Value  Food  Store 
Promotion,"  as  well  as  the  "Second  Annual  Christmas  Shopping 
Festival . " 

The  Department  of  Information  carried  out  an  expanded 
program  of  institutional  activities  supporting  NBC  public  relations 
objectives.  About  250  speaking  assignments  were  booked  by  the 
Speakers  Bureau.  The  Department  handles  an  estimated  121,000 
audience  communications  during  the  year. 

NBC’s  Guest  Relations  staff  in  New  York  printed  and 
distributed  4,186,000  radio  and  TV  tickets  during  1955.  The  tour  of 
the  NBC  Studios  in  Radio  City,  started  22  years  ago,  attracted  its 
10,000,000th  patron  in  1955*

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BEVIS  ANNOUNCES  WBUF-TV  STAFF  APPOINTMENTS; 

DECKER  NAMED  SALES  MANAGER,  JACKSON  TO  BE  OPERATIONS  MANAGER 

Announcement  of  two  appointments  to  the  staff  of  WBUF-TV, 
Buffalo,  N.Y.,  was  made  today  by  Charles  C.  Bevis,  Jr.,  recently 
appointed  General  Manager  of  the  NBC  Owned  UHF  television  station. 

William  B.  Decker  will  be  the  new  Sales  Manager.  Decker 
joined  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  in  1952  as  a  member  of  the 
radio  sales  staff.  He  became  an  NBC  Spot  Sales  account  executive 
the  following  year.  Before  his  association  with  NBC,  he  was  an 
advertising  salesman  for  the  Chicago  Daily  News  and  the  Washington 
Daily  News.  He  joined  the  War  Production  Board  in  19^2,  serving 
there  until  he  entered  the  U.S.  Army  in  1945.  Following  his  release 
from  service,  he  joined  the  sales  staff  of  WMAL  and  WMAL-TV,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.C.,  later  becoming  television  sales  manager. 

Alf  Jackson  has  been  appointed  Operations  Manager  of  WBUF- 
TV,  Jackson  has  participated  in  many  "firsts"  in  television 
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technical  operations  during  his  14  years  with  the  National  Broad¬ 
casting  Company.  He  was  in  charge  of  technical  operations  for  the 
first  football  games  televised  from  the  Yale  Bowl,  Princeton's 
Palmer  Stadium  and  West  Point.  Under  his  supervision,  the  first  TV 
broadcast  was  made  from  a  submerged  submarine  and  from  an  aircraft 
carrier  at  sea.  In  1949  he  made  technical  arrangements  for  the 
first  inter-city  television  pickup  from  two  Air  Force  Planes  flying 
over  Chicago  and  Washington,  D.C. 

Jackson  was  assistant  chief  radio  officer  of  the  S.S. 
Leviathan  before  joining  NBC  in  1931.  He  was  a  studio  and  field 
engineer  until  World  War  II,  when  he  was  loaned  to  NBC's  parent 
company.  Radio  Corporation  of  America,  and  was  assigned  to  the  Office 
of  Scientific  Research  and  Development.  From  1952  until  1955  he  was 
manager  of  technical  operations  for  WRCA  and  WRCA-TV,  NBC's  flagship 
stations  in  New  York.

WHO'S  WHO  IN  "PETER  PAN" 

MARY  MARTIN  (Peter  Pan)  --  Miss  Martin  first  flew  into  the 
homes  and  hearts  of  America  last  March  via  NBC-TV  in  this  identical 
production,  following  stage  engagements  in  California  and  New  York. 
Her  "Peter  Pan"  made  television  history  and  was  viewed  by  the  largest 
audience  ever  to  have  seen  a  single  TV  show  --  67,300,000  enthralled 
persons  from  4  to  94.  In  playing  the  Boy  Who  Would  Not  Grow  Up,  Miss 
Martin  realized  an  ambition  she  had  nurtured  for  over  a  dozen  years. 
Thus  another  wish  comes  true  for  magical  Mary  Martin,  whose  dazzling 
career  has  hardly  been  lacking  in  the  element  of  wish  fulfillment. 
Mary  is  the  gift  to  showbusiness  of  Weatherford,  Texas  (pop.  8093 ), 
where  her  father,  Preston  Martin,  was  a  lawyer  and  chairman  of  the 
local  school  board.  Trained  as  a  dancer,  Mary  later  managed  prosper¬ 
ous  dancing  schools  in  her  native  heath  before  trying  the  toughest 
school  of  all  --  Broadway.  With  just  one  song  --  "My  Heart  Belongs 
to  Daddy"  --  which  she  sang  in  Cole  Porter's  "Leave  It  to  Me,"  Mary 
Martin  became  a  sensation  overnight.  She  has  been  that,  and  more, 
ever  since.  Hollywood  immediately  tapped  her  for  11  films,  during 
which  period  she  also  made  24  recordings  and  did  two  years  of  radio

broadcasting  with  Bing  Crosby.  But  it  has  been  on  the  musical  stage 
that  Miss  Martin  has  realized  her  happiest  triumphs,  as  she  proved 
when  she  returned  to  the  theatre  in  "One  Touch  Of  Venus,"  a  New  York 
smash  and  a  record-breaker  on  the  road.  Next,  she  received  critics' 
bouquets  as  the  wistful  heroine  of  the  Chinese  fantasy,  "Lute  Song," 
still  remembered  as  one  of  Broadway's  most  beautiful  productions. 

Then  she  proved  her  unique  versatility  with  a  rollicking  portrayal  of 
that  famous  lady  sharpshooter  from  the  West,  Annie  Oakley,  in  "Annie, 
Get  Your  Gun,"  in  which  she  again  broke  box  office  records  during  a 
national  tour,  under  the  banner  of  Rodgers  and  Hammer stein.  The 
latter  disproved  Miss  Martin's  belief  that  she  could  not  possibly  have 
a  bigger  or  better  part  than  Annie  by  starring  her  as  Nellie  in  their 
immensely  successful  "South  Pacific."  As  the  Navy  nurse  who  "washed 
that  man  right  outa  my  hair"  eight  performances  weekly,  Mary  not  only 
captivated  New  York  during  a  fabulous  Broadway  run  but  later  also  won 
international  acclaim  by  affording  London  many  enchanted  evenings  in 
this  musical.  Returning  here,  she  co-starred  with  Charles  Boyer  in 
"Kind  Sir,"  her  first  non-musical  part,  scoring  another  great  personal 
success.  Thereafter,  Miss  Martin  conquered  TV,  via  the  "Ford  50th 
Anniversary  Show,"  which  also  boasted  Ethel  Merman's  ebullient 
presence;  the  TV  toast  to  Rodgers  and  Hammerstein;  Ed  Murrow's  "Person 
to  Person";  a  duo-show  with  Noel  Coward  a  few  weeks  ago;  and  now, 
Mary's  most  heartfelt  wish  come  true  for  the  second  time:  "Peter  Pan" 
once  more .

CYRIL  RITCHARD  (Mr.  Darling  and  Captain  Hook)  —  "A  superb 
performance  in  the  grand  manner , "  and  "a  work  of  art  by  an  actor,"  are 
but  two  of  the  critical  accolades  that  greeted  Ritchard's  brilliant 
dual  role  interpretation  in  its  previous  incarnation.  No  small  wondex’, 
for  Ritchard  is  respected  as  a  leading  exponent  of  high  comedy  style 
on  the  British  and  American  stages  and  in  TV,  both  as  actor  and 
director.  Born  in  Sydney,  Australia,  he  bowed  professionally  in  his 
native  city  at  age  18,  first  as  a  chorus  member,  later  as  a  juvenile, 
during  a  six -year  association  with  J.C,  Williamson,  Ltd.  He  then 
voyaged  to  New  York  to  appear  in  an  Elsie  Janis  revue,  which  also 
featured  Walter  Pidgeon.  London  called  next  and  there  he  and  his  wife, 
the  late  Madge  Elliott,  established  themselves  in  the  musical  comedy 
field  as  top  dancing  stars.  During  World  War  II  they  took  a  complete 
production  of  "The  Merry  Widow"  to  the  forces  in  Italy,  Egypt,  France, 
Belgium  and  Holland.  Ritchard  returned  to  New  York  in  19^7  with  Sir 
John  Gielgud  in  Congreve's  "Love  for  Love,"  in  the  role  of  Mr.  Tattle. 
Under  Theatre  Guild  auspices,  he  acted  in  "Make  Way  for  Lucia"  and 
also  in  the  Restoration  comedy,  "The  Relapse,"  co-starring  Miss 
Elliott.  A  few  seasons  ago  he  directed  Edna  Best  and  Basil  Rathbone 
in  S.N,  Behrman's  "Jane."  For  the  Guild  again,  he  acted  with 
Katharine  Hepburn  in  Shaw's  "The  Millionairess."  His  directorial 
acumen  was  also  evident  in  Shaw's  "Misalliance"  during  its  last 
Broadway  revival,  as  well  as  in  John  Murray  Anderson's  "Almanac." 

Last  season,  at  Rudolph  Bing's  invitation,  he  re-staged  "The  Barber 
of  Seville"  for  the  Metropolitan  Opera.  This  season  Bing  recalled 
Ritchard  to  direct  the  season's  opening  opera,  the  highly  successful 
"Tales  of  Hoffman."  On  TV,  Ritchard  has  worked  on  "Omnibus"  with 
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CYRIL  RITCHARD  (CONT'D) 

Helen  Hayes  in  "The  Twelve  Pound  Look";  in  "The  Merry  Widow"  and  the 
Giradoux-Valency  work,  "The  Virtuous  Island,"  directing  the  latter 
two  and  acting,  as  well,  in  the  last.  He  was  seen  with  Judith 
Anderson  on  "The  Buick-Berle  Show,"  on  "Mr.  Peepers,"  and  in  several 
"Television  Playhouse"  offerings  including  "Here's  Father"  and  "The 
King  and  Mrs.  Candle,"  with  Joan  Greenwood  and  Irene  Manning.  This 
trio  were  reunited  in  the  musical  version  of  the  same  play  last  year 
on  "Producers'  Showcase."  Next  season  Ritchard  is  slated  to  return 
to  Broadway  as  star  and  director  of  an  expanded  version  of  an  earlier 
TV  play  in  which  he  acted:  "Visit  to  a  Small  Planet,"  by  Gore  Vidal. 
"Peter  Pan"  remains  a  great  personal  favorite  of  this  expert  farceur, 
one  which  he  never  tires  of  playing.  On  Feb.  5  be  will  join  Julie 
Harris  and  Walter  Slezak  in  "The  Good  Fairy,"  a  Maurice  Evans  produc¬ 
tion  for  "The  Hallmark  Hall  of  Fame"  on  NBC-TV. 

KATHY  NOLAN  (Wendy)  --  Though  Miss  Nolan  made  her  Broadway 
bow  in  Mary  Martin's  stage  version  of  "Peter  Pan,"  she  is  a  theatrical 
veteran  for  all  of  that.  At  the  age  of  13  months,  Kathy  was  "carried 
on"  by  her  mother  in  a  drama  titled  "Stars  and  Stripes  Forever."  Tent 
shows  and  stock  companies  throughout  the  midwest  nurtured  the  growing 
child  as  she  toured  with  her  parents,  but  it  was  during  a  12-year 
tenure  on  the  Goldenrod,  last  of  the  Mississippi, showboats,  that  she 
gained  most  of  her  acting  experience.  Here  she  played  a  time -tested 
repertory  that  ranged  from  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin"  to  "The  Drunkard."  It 
was  in  St.  Louis,  where  the  Goldenrod  was  berthed,  that  Kathy  first 
met  Mary  Martin  during  Miss  Martin's  tour  in  "One  Touch  of  Venus"  in 
1945.  Miss  Nolan,  then  12,  was  playing  Little  Mary  in  "The  Drunkard"

when  Miss  Martin  visited  the  Goldenrod.  After  graduating  from  high 
school  in  1951 >  Kathy  came  to  New  York  to  attend  the  Neighborhood 
Playhouse  School  of  the  Drama  and  to  try  her  luck  on  Broadway. 
Traveling  with  a  children's  theatre,  working  in  the  chorus  of  a 
Westinghou.se  industrial  production  and  finally  landing  the  part  of 
Liz  for  39  weeks  on  Brandon  de  Wilde's  TV  show,  "Jamie,"  accounted 
for  her  time,  in  the  interim.  When  Kathy  first  auditioned  for  "Peter 
Pan,"  she  reminded  Miss  Martin  of  the  time  they  met  backstage  in 
St.  Louis,  almost  a  decade  before.  Since  her  last  appearance  in 
"Peter  Pan, "  Kathy  has  been  in  considerable  demand  by  all  the  major 
TV  networks. 

MARGALO  GILLMORE  (Mrs.  Darling)  --  Miss  Gillmore  has  enjoyed 
a  rich  acting  career  in  some  of  Broadway's  most  outstanding  plays. 
Highlights  of  her  enviable  performance  record  include  leads  in  such 
fine  examples  of  theatrical  art  as  "He  Who  Gets  Slapped,"  "Outward 
Bound,"  "Ned  McCobb's  Daughter,"  "The  Silver  Cord,"  "The  Second  Man," 
"The  Barretts  of  Wimpole  Street,"  "Mary  of  Scotland,"  "The  Women," 

"No  Time  for  Comedy,"  "Life  with  Father"  and  "State  of  the  Union." 
During  World  War  II,  she  accompanied  Katharine  Cornell  in  a  now 
famous  tour  of  the  army  circuit  in  "The  Barretts."  Miss  Gillmore 
was  seen  by  London  audiences  not  long  ago  in  a  leading  role  in  "The 
Bad  Seed."  She  recently  completed  an  M-G-M  film,  "Gaby,"  with  John 
Kerr  and  Leslie  Caron. 

SONDRA  LEE  (Tiger  Lily)  --  "Peter  Pan"  marks  Miss  Lee's 
second  show  for  Jerome  Robbins,  since  she  scored  earlier  in  the 
amusing  ballets  Robbins  devised  for  "High  Button  Shoes."  A  few

80  weeks  on  an  original  video  musical  comedy  series  called  "Once  Upon 
a  Tune."  Other  TV  appearances,  in  between  dancing  engagements,  have 
been  on  "Robert  Montgomery  Presents,"  "Dateline"  (also  for  "Producers 
Showcase,"  in  which  she  danced  the  role  of  Mammy  Yokum  in  a  "Li'l 
Abner"  comic  ballet),  "Mr.  Peepers,"  "The  Kate  Smith  Show"  and  the 
arresting  dance  commercial  for  Ford  which  was  televised  on  the 
"Producers’  Showcase"  presentation  of  "The  Sadler's  Wells  Ballet." 
Miss  Lee  was  part  of  the  company  of  Marc  Blitzstein’s  erstwhile 
Broadway -bound  musical,  "Reuben  Reuben."  She  recently  cut  a  record 
with  Eddie  Albert  which  is  called,  "The  Man  and  the  Child."

FAMED  ARTIST  MARCEL  DUCHAMP  FEATURED 
ON  NBC-TV 1 S  "ELDER  WISE  MEN"  SERIES 

An  "elder  wise  man"  conversation  with  Marcel  Duchamp,  the 
French-born  painter  whose  "Nude  Descending  the  Staircase"  outraged 
the  conventionally-minded  when  first  displayed  at  the  famous  Armory 
Show  in  New  York  in  1913 *  will  be  presented  by  NBC  Television  Sunday, 
Jan.  13  (2-2:30  p.m.,  EST) . 

The  Duchamp  program,  produced  and  directed  by  Robert  Graff 
for  the  network's  continuing  series  of  filmed  conversations  with 
outstanding  figures  of  our  time,  will  replace  "Labor's  New  Look," 
previously  announced  for  this  time  period.  The  labor  program  is 
being  postponed  with  a  view  to  expanding  it  later  in  the  season. 

Duchamp,  now  68,  was  filmed  at  the  Arensberg  Collection  of 
the  Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art,  where  35  of  his  works  are  gathered. 

In  the  film  he  speaks  with  James  Johnson  Sweeney,  director  of  the 
Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Museum,  New  York.  Though  Duchamp  has  not 
painted  for  20  years,  his  ideas  and  his  position  have  influenced  the 
course  of  contemporary  art.  He  is  largely  responsible  for  making 
American  modern-art  conscious,  and  is  now  an  American  citizen.

His  controversial  "Nude,"  once  described  by  an  angry 
observer  as  an  explosion  in  a  shingle  mill,  is  a  figure  done  in 
planes  of  color  and  in  several  consecutive  positions.  On  loan  from 
the  Arensberg  Collection,  it  is  currently  on  view  at  the  Sidney  Janis 
Gallery  in  New  York  in  an  exhibition  of  the  work  done  by  cubist 
artists  in  the  crucial  years  of  the  movement,  1910-1912.  Though  much 
ridiculed  at  the  time,  the  work  then  done  has  had  a  profound  effect 
on  subsequent  painting  and  sculpture. 

Since  its  start  on  May  18,  1952,  the  "wisdom"  series  has 
presented  conversations  with  Bertrand  Russell,  Robert  Frost,  Carl 
Sandburg,  Dr.  Louis  Finkelstein,  Frank  Lloyd  Wright,  Wanda  Landowska, 
Alfred  P.  Sloan  Jr.,  Osbert  Sitwell,  Edward  Steichen,  John  Hall 
Wheelock,  Eamon  De  Valera,  Arnold  Toynbee,  Pablo  Casals  and  Dr.

American  retailing  is  on  the  threshold  of  an  entire  new 
era  in  mass  merchandising,  Frank  M.  Folsom,  President,  Radio  Corpora¬ 
tion  of  America,  said  today  in  a  speech  before  the  45th  convention  of 
the  National  Retail  Dry  Goods  Association  at  the  Statler  Hotel.

"So  it  is  that,  with  color  television,  we  combine  sight, 
motion  and  sound  to  create  a  fabulous  selling  tool.  I  know  you 
won't  go  wrong  if  you  sell  by  television  --  compatible  color 
television.  It  already  has  made  a  lot  of  golden  dollars  for  others. 
There's  no  reason  why  it  can't  do  the  same  for  you. 

"In  the  coming  year  hundreds  of  thousands  of  persons  will 
be  buying  color  television  receivers  and  it  all  adds  up  to  the  fact 
that  color  TV  --  as  merchandise  to  sell  and  as  a  medium  of  selling 
merchandise  --  offers  a  tremendous  opportunity  to  aggressive 
retailers . " 

Seidel  Emphasizes  TV's  Growth 

Mr.  Seidel  discussed  the  state  of  the  Nation's  economy, 
which  he  described  as  "extremely  exhilarating, "  and  traced  the 
growth  and  impact  of  television. 

"Television's  growth  has  been  and  continues  to  be  so  fast 
that  it  has  only  a  past  and  a  future.

Any  statistic  that  has  been  published  or  quoted  about  its  growth  has 
demanded  a  constant  revision  upward  even  as  it  was  uttered. 

"Television's  phenomenal  expansion  has  created  an  audience 
of  buyers  that  runs  to  hundreds  of  millions.  And  it  is  an  audience 
that  will  buy  --  is  buying  --  every  single  item  you  sell.  Perhaps 
more  than  any  other  medium  of  advertising,  TV  today  is  exerting 
an  almost  immeasurable  impact  on  America's  buying  habits  --  and  has 
become  a  prime  tool  of  modern,  mass  competitive  selling.  Not  only  has 
television  nourished  the  development  of  a  great  industry,  but  it  has 
materially  benefited  thousands  of  companies  producing  materials, 
components  and  service  --  and  it  has  provided  upwards  of  100-thousand 
retailers  with  products  in  heavy  demand  that  sell  profitably." 

Discusses  Economic  Outlook 

In  discussing  the  general  outlook  for  the  Nation's  economy, 
Mr.  Seidel  said: 

"I  believe  the  outlook  is  extremely  exhilarating  and  that 
excellent  business  conditions  will  obtain  for  many  years  to  come. 

All  things  considered,  the  climate  was  never  better  for  healthy 
competition.  Most  restrictive  government  controls  have  been 
removed.  Our  economy  is  at  an  all-time  high.  Productivity  --

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and  the  population  --  is  expanding.  Prices  are  firm.  The  standard 
of  living  at  all  levels  is  constantly  being  improved. 

"But  today's  climate  is  much  more  than  a  matter  of  pure 
economics  ...  or  of  income  ...  or  cash  or  credit.  It  is  very 
importantly  a  matter  of  attitude.  It  reflects  a  feeling  of  confidence 
of  a  group  of  customers  --  who  number  in  the  millions  and  who  sense 
trends  without  studying  economics.  It  is  confidence  that  the  future 
looks  good,  that  business  is  good  and  will  continue  to  be  good  for 
the  companies  for  which  they  work,  as  well  as  for  all  companies, 
stores  and  individuals  who  utilize  the  skills,  resources  and 
merchandise  at  their  disposal." 

Color  TV  "Billion  Dollar  Baby" 

In  connection  with  the  current  status  of  color  television, 
Mr.  Seidel  continued: 

"There  are  no  two  ways  about  it.  Color  television  is  with 
us  and  it  is  a  billion  dollar  baby.  True,  until  recently,  sets 
have  been  produced  in  limited  quantities.  But  the  market  is  there 
and  gaining  steadily  --  and  this  year  color  will  really  take  off. 

"Right  now,  RCA's  dealers  are  selling  color  receivers  at 
only  about  a  thousand  a  week  --  but  the  volume  is  mounting  daily. 
During  19 56,  RCA  will  manufacture  --  and  our  distributors  and 
dealers  alone  will  sell  at  a  profit  —  upwards  of  200-thousand 
receivers.  We  hope,  of  course,  that  every  one  of  you  will  get  your 
share  of  this  plus  volume .

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"Of  course,  color  TV  needs  to  be  sold.  But  what  new 
product  doesn’t?  Color  television,  right  now,  is  a  prestige  item 
and  should  be  featured  as  such.  But  color  television  is  truly 
wonderful  and  hundreds  of  thousands  of  your  customers  can  afford  sets 
now,  and  at  today's  LOW  prices  of  from  $695  to  $995*  And  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  others  will  be  able  to  buy  color  sets  within  the 
coming  months,  as  production  increases  and  prices  are  adjusted 
downward . "

Mr.  Folsom  and  Mr.  Seidel  spoke  before  and  after  the  special 
closed-circuit  color  TV  demonstration  which  showed  the  NRDGA  members 
how  color  can  effectively  be  used.  The  demonstration,  called  "Wide 
Wide  Window,"  originated  at  the  Colonial  Theatre,  Broadway  and  62nd 
Street,  in  New  York.  It  was  produced  by  NBC  TeleSales. 

Arlene  Francis,  star  of  NBC  Television's  "Home"  program, 
was  mistress  of  ceremonies  for  "Wide  Wide  Window."  Jinx  Falkenburg, 
Bill  Cullen  and  Pegeen  Fitzgerald  also  participated  as  did  more  than 
twenty-five  fashion  models. 

A  new  TV  program  designed  for  use  by  department  stores, 
called  "Window,"  was  announced  to  be  available  on  NBC-owned  tele¬ 
vision  stations  beginning  Monday,  Feb.  13.  Mrs.  Fitzgerald,  Manager 
of  Retail  Merchandising  for  WRCA  and  WRCA-TV,  New  York  City,  presented 
a  sample  five-minute  "Window"  as  part  of  the  afternoon  session.

AND  ADVERTISING  VEHICLE  FOR  USE  BY  DEPARTMENT  STORES 

"Window,"  a  television  program  especially  conceived  for  use 
by  department  stores,  was  announced  today  (Jan.  11)  by  the  NBC  Owned 
Stations  as  part  of  a  joint  color  television  presentation  by  the  Radio 
Corporation  of  America  and  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  at  the 
sales  promotion  session  of  the  National  Retail  Dry  Goods  Association 
convention . 

The  "Window"  plan  was  part  of  "Wide  Wide  Window, "  a  half- 
hour  demonstration  of  how  merchandise  can  be  sold  effectively  on 
television.  It  was  presented  via  closed  circuit  color  television  to 
more  than  1,000  of  the  nation's  leading  retail  merchants.  The 
retailers  were  assembled  in  the  grand  ballroom  of  Hotel  Statler,  New 
York,  where  the  NRDGA  is  holding  its  45th  annual  convention. 

The  demonstration  and  presentation  of  the  "Window"  plan  were 
highlighted  by  addresses  by  Frank  M.  Folsom,  President  of  RCA,  and 
Robert  A.  Seidel,  Executive  Vice  President,  Consumer  Products,  RCA. 

Arlene  Francis  of  NBC  Television's  "Home"  program  was 
mistress  of  ceremonies  for  the  demonstration.  Other  participants  were

Jinx  Falkenburg,  Bill  Cullen  and  Pegeen  Fitzgerald.  Mrs.  Fitzgerald-- 
who  is  Manager  of  Retail  Merchandising  for  WRCA  and  WRCA-TV,  New  York, 
in  addition  to  having  her  own  radio  program,  "Strictly  pegeen"  -- 
presented  a  sample  "Window"  broadcast. 

The  special  "Windows"  will  be  available  effective  Monday, 

Feb.  13,  on  the  NBC  Owned  Television  Stations,  it  was  announced  by 
Charles  R.  Denny,  Vice  President  of  NBC  Owned  Stations  and  NBC  Spot 
Sales.  He  said  that  details  of  the  plan  would  be  made  available  to 
the  stations  represented  by  NBC  Spot  Sales,  as  well  as  other  NBC- 
affiliated  stations. 

A  "Window"  will  be  a  five  minute  shopping  program  in  which 
commercials  are  integrated  with  informative  editorial  material  and  a 
sponsoring  store's  merchandise  is  featured,  displayed  and  demonstrated 
by  a  station  or  store  personality  available  to  department  stores  only. 
They  may  be  inserted  in  the  program  schedules  at  various  times  during 
the  broadcast  day. 

Mr.  Denny  called  "Window"  the  first  new  type  of  program 
service  made  available  by  the  television  industry  to  help  retail 
advertisers  move  merchandise  at  low  sales-advertising  cost  ratios. 

The  features  of  "Window"  were  highlighted  at  the 
demonstration: 

The  programs  will  be  scheduled  in  or  adjacent  to 
high-rated,  successful  local  and  network  shows. 

They  will  be  telecast  in  color  television  where  color 
equipment  is  available. 

They  will  offer  the  advantages  of  mass  window  exposure 
and  "sight-sound-motion"  demonstration  selling  by  a  station 
or  store  expert.

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They  will  increase  telephone  and  mail  orders  as  well 
as  store  traffic. 

They  will  do  what  no  other  medium  can  do  in  presenting 
a  store's  personality. 

They  will  allow  retailers  to  bring  their  newspaper 
advertisements  to  life  by  demonstrating  items  in  a 
printed  ad. 

They  will  sell  a  variety  of  items  per  program  so  that 
the  advertising  cost  per  item  is  lowered  or  spread  over 
several  departments. 

They  will  be  relatively  low  priced.

An  estimated  55,000,000-60,000,000  viewers  --  the  largest 
audience  for  any  television  event  during  the  1955-56  season  --  saw 
Mary  Martin  in  "Peter  Pan"  on  NBC -TV’s  PRODUCERS’  SHOWCASE  Monday 
evening,  Jan.  9  (7: 30-9? 30  p.m.,  EST).  The  program  was  presented  in 
color  and  black  and  white. 

This  production  of  "Peter  Pan"  also  was  seen  by  the  largest 
audience  ever  assembled  to  watch  any  program  since  the  original 
telecast  of  Miss  Martin  in  "Peter  Pan"  last  March. 

The  Jan.  9  telecast  of  "Peter  Pan"  also  had  more  viewers 
than  any  Spectacular  telecast  --  either  90  minutes  or  two  hours 
long  --  during  the  1955-56  season.

The  NBC  Research  Department  estimates  that  more  television 
sets  were  in  use  during  "Peter  Pan"  Monday  evening  than  at  any  time 
since  last  year’s  original  TV  presentation  of  "Peter  Pan." 

The  network’s  estimate  of  55* 000,000-60, 000, 000  viewers 
does  not  take  into  account  the  large  gatherings  which  swelled  town 
halls,  schools,  hospitals,  taverns  and  other  public  places  across 
the  country  to  see  Miss  Martin’s  repeat  performance. 

NBC-TV's  two  productions  of  "Peter  Pan"  added  up  to  a 
total  of  122, 000,000-127* 000, 000  "box  office  admissions"  for  the 
telecasts  of  the  James  M.  Barrie  classic. 

Thus  magic  lightning  struck  twice  in  the  presentation  of 
Barrie’s  51 -year-old  fantasy,  "Peter  Pan,"  in  a  completely  new 
musical  conception  which  brought  new  laurels  to  co-stars  Mary  Martin 
and  Cyril  Ritchard.  Jerome  Robbins,  who  produced  the  program  for  TV, 
also  adapted,  staged  and  choreographed  the  show.  Clark  Jones  was  TV 
director. 

Miss  Martin  first  brought  "Peter  Pan"  to  TV  in  a  history¬ 
making  colorcast  on  "Producers’  Showcase"  last  March  7*  after  a  run 
of  several  months  in  a  stage  version  of  the  Barrie  play  in  California 
and  on  Broadway.  This  time,  as  last,  her  musical  "Peter  Pan"  proved 
to  be  an  unequivocal  dazzler  that  brought  hosannas  from  all  who 
viewed  it. 

The  glowing  sentiments  expressed  by  critics  were  echoed  by 
millions  of  persons  of  all  ages  who  sat  enraptured  before  their  TV 
sets  for  two  hours  of  Never-Neverland  enchantment.  Across  the 
nation,  in  addition  to  thousands  of  "Peter  Pan  Parties"  in  viewers’ 
homes,  special  children’s  parties  were  the  order  of  the  evening.

An  estimated  5>000  Chicago  youngsters  viewed  "Peter  Pan" 
in  color  at  three  separate  parties.  In  cooperation  with  station 
WNBQ,  NBC  owned  station  in  Chicago,  public  open  house  for  seeing 
"Peter  Pan"  was  held  at  two  large  Polk  Brothers  Department  Stores  in 
outlying  districts  and  also  at  the  Lyon  and  Healy  Store.  Favors  and 
refreshments  added  to  the  gala  tone  of  the  occasion.  Hundreds  of 
visitors  at  the  International  Home  Furnishings  Market  in  Chicago 
watched  "Peter  Pan"  on  color  sets  installed  in  the  Merchants  and 
Manufacturers  Club  in  the  Merchandise  Mart. 

Girl  Scouts  were  the  special  guests  of  Station  WOOD-TV  in 
Grand  Rapids,  Mich.  The  party  was  held  in  the  studio's  reception 
lounge,  where  RCA  color  receivers  were  installed. 

In  Columbus,  Ohio,  "Peter  Pan  Parties"  were  held  in  the 
studio  of  Station WLW-C  as  well  as  the  children's  hospital,  in 
cooperation  with  the  local  RCA  distributor.  Ear-splitting  applause 
to  help  save  a  dying  "Tinker  Bell"  resounded  through  the  usually 
quiet  corridors  of  both  establishments.  Downtown  Columbus  Department 
Stores  reported  capacity  crowds  of  visitors  to  watch  the  show  on 
color  sets. 

In  Tulsa,  Okla.,  children  crowded  into  the  studios  of 
Station  KVOO-TV  also  helped  save  the  ebbing  life  of  Tinker  Bell  by 
applauding  loudly  enough  to  raise  the  roof.  There  were  children's 
tears,  too,  at  the  show's  finale,  but  only  because  the  beguiling 
program  had  ended. 

In  Dallas,  Tex.,  May  Murphy,  a  receptionist  at  Station 
WFAA-TV,  received  a  phone  call  from  a  couple  awaiting  plane

connections  at  Dallas'  Love  Field.  They  had  seen  "Peter  Pan"  last 
year  and  were  most  anxious  to  see  it  again.  Mrs.  Murphy  suggested 
they  take  a  cab  and  hurry  over  to  the  studio,  which  they  did  with 
grateful  alacrity.  Incidentally,  Mrs.  Murphy  reported  that  the 
usually  busy  WFAA  switchboard  received  only  eight  phone  calls  during 
the  two-hour  colorcast  of  "Peter  Pan,"  indicating  that  viewers  were 
"glued"  to  their  sets  during  that  period. 

Officials  at  Studio  WNBK,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  gave  a  "Peter 
Pan"  party  for  the  press,  public  and  employes  of  the  station. 

Higbee's  department  store  turned  on  all  the  TV  sets  in  the  store  and 
opened  its  doors  to  all  callers.  There  were  "Peter  Pan"  window 
displays  in  the  public  square  and  also  at  the  Cleveland  Public 
Library. 

In  Washington,  D.C.,  the  Hecht  Company,  a  leading 
department  store  also  admitted  record  crowds  which  jammed  the 
premises  to  watch  "Peter  Pan"  in  color.  Local  TV  set  retailers 
remained  open  until  9:30  p.m.,  EST,  to  accommodate  small  fry  and  their 
parents  who  came  to  see  the  show. 

In  Los  Angeles,  there  was  standing  room  in  two  studios  of 
Station  KRCA  as  hundreds  of  fortunate  guests  jammed  in  to  watch  for 
an  enchanted  two  hours.  Children  likewise  were  guests  of  Station 
WAVE-TV  in  Louisville,  Ky. 

RCA  dealers,  and  owned-and-operated  and  affiliate  NBC -TV 
stations  cooperated  in  providing  facilities  wherever  possible,  so  that 
school  groups,  hospital  shut-ins  and  the  general  public  could 
be  accommodated.

The  lobby  of  the  RCA  building  had  one  set  operating.  So  did  the 
lobby  of  the  Radio  City  Music  Hall.  The  RCA  Exhibition  Hall 
featured  five  color  receivers  for  all  who  came  to  watch  and  wonder. 
Two  sets  were  in  the  popular  restaurant,  "21,"  and  one  set  in  the 
Radio  City  branch  of  the  Chase  Manhattan  Bank,  open  especially  late 
for  the  occasion. 

Youngsters  in  Seattle,  Wash.,  obviously  believe  in  fairies, 
judging  by  the  combined  applause  of  a  large  audience  of  Girl  Scouts, 
Bluebirds  and  assorted  friends  and  relations  attending  a  TV  party  at 
Station  KOMO.  RCA  color  set  dealers  opened  the  doors  of  their 
business  establishments  to  all  who  would  come.  Using  a  newspaper  ad, 
a  downtown  Seattle  restaurant  invited  the  public  to  come  and  view 
"Peter  Pan"  with  dinner,  via  a  new  RCA  color  receiver  placed  on  the 
premises . 

Parent-teacher  associations  worked  closely  with  school  and 
TV  officials  in  many  cities  to  apprise  students  of  the  return  of 
"Peter  Pan."  Selections  from  the  RCA  Victor  show  album  of  "Peter 
Pan"  were  featured,  along  with  pertinent  announcements,  over 
numerous  school  public  address  systems. 

When  the  show  ended,  star  Mary  Martin  received  dozens  of 
local  and  long  distance  telephone  calls  and  telegrams  of 
congratulation  from  all  parts  of  the  country.

HAL  KEITH,  NBC -TV  PRODUCER,  DIES  IN  NEW  YORK 

Hal  Keith,  one  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company's  lead¬ 
ing  television  producers,  died  this  morning  (Wednesday)  of  cancer  at 
the  New  York  Medical  Center.  He  was  38.  He  first  learned  of  his 
ailment  shortly  before  Christmas. 

Mr,  Keith,  whose  last  production  was  the  Nov.  27  WIDE  WIDE 
WORLD  program,  "American  Heritage,"  has  produced  and  directed  more 
than  1,000  NBC  shows  since  he  joined  the  network  in  19^7. 

For  the  past  three  years  he  produced  and  directed  "Mr. 

Peepers , " 

He  directed  the  Bob  Hope  show  for  two  years  and  before  that, 
he  put  in  a  broadly  varied  period  of  directing  almost  every  special 
event  toward  which  TV  pointed  its  cameras  --  from  prizefights  to 
symphony  concerts. 

A  native  of  San  Francisco,  Mr.  Keith  began  work  as  a  copy 
boy  on  the  San  Francisco  News.  He  advanced  to  reporter,  switched 
to  handling  publicity  for  the  San  Francisco  Opera  Ballet,  and  next 
had  a  brief  career  as  a  ballet  dancer  and  actor. 

Then  he  joined  the  Army  and  served  as  Chief  of  Japanese 
Theatre  on  General  MacArthur's  staff.  Three  years  after  joining  NBC 
in  1947,  he  was  recalled  to  the  Army  to  serve  17  months  during  the 
Korean  War.  He  served  in  Washington  and  produced  a  weekly  TV  show 
called  "Pentagon,  Washington." 

Mr.  Keith  is  survived  by  his  widow,  the  former  Beatrice 
Tompkins,  whom  he  met  while  she  was  a  soloist  with  the  New  York  City 
Ballet . 

Funeral  services  are  private  and  it  is  requested  that,  in 

lieu  of  flowers,  donations  be  sent  to  the  Damon  Runyon  Cancer  Fund.

NBC  newscaster  Chet  Huntley  will  be  editor  and  commentator 
of  OUTLOOK  --  his  first  starring  assignment  on  a  coast-to-coast-TV 
network  series  --  when  the  program  starts  Sunday,  Feb.  5,  in  the 
2-2:30  p.m.,  EST,  timespot.  The  series  will  be  produced  by  Reuven 
Frank  under  the  supervision  of  Joseph  0.  Meyers,  Manager  of  NBC  News. 

Huntley  describes  the  show,  as  a  "hard  news"  program.  "One 
purpose  of  the  new  program,"  he  states,  "will  be  to  fill  the  gap  --  59 
hours  long  —  in  network  television  news  presentation  between  Friday 
at  8  p.m.,  EST,  when  the  NBC-TV  'News  Caravan'  signs  off,  and  Monday 
at  7  a.m.,  EST,  when  NBC-TV  'Today'  show  goes  on  the  air." 

Describing  a  weekly  roundup  of  regional  news  from  four  NBC 
reporters  around  the  country,  which  will  be  a  regular  feature  of  the 
program,  Huntley  declares:  "We  are  going  to  give  American  viewers  a 
composite  picture  of  America  on  a  Sunday  afternoon." 

These  four  men  will  report  "live"  on  stories  from  their  areas 
--  stories  which  are  important  in  specific  cities  or  states,  but  which 
usually  tend  to  be  "lost"  to  other  sections  of  the  nation.

Pour  veteran  NBC  newsmen  will  present  these  "sectional" 
portions  of  the  program:  W.W.  Chaplin  from  the  East  Coast,  Alex 
Dreier  from  the  Midwest,  Randall  Jessee  from  the  Southwest,  and  Bill 
Guyman  from  the  West  Coast. 

Eliot  Frankel,  who  will  edit  this  segment  of  the  show,  will 
be  in  constant  contact  with  the  four  newsmen  around  the  country  from 
8  a.m.  each  Sunday  right  up  to  airtime.

The  NBC  Television  Network  has  executed  a  special  affilia¬ 
tion  arrangement  with  Trans -Community  Television,  Inc.,  an  organiza¬ 
tion  which  will  install  closed  circuit  facilities  to  provide  tele¬ 
vision  program  reception  in  homes  in  areas  where  normal  telecast 
reception  is  unavailable. 

Trans -Community  Television,  Inc.  (TC-TV)  systems  will 
originate  NBC -TV  programs  by  means  of  kinescope  recording  and  motion 
picture  film  from  a  central  transmission  point  in  such  communities  as 
contrasted  to  community  antenna  systems  which  employ  off -the -air 
reception  of  a  regular  television  station. 

For  an  undetermined  period,  the  transmission  by  TC-TV  of  NBC 
network  commercial  programs  approved  by  NBC  and  the  advertisers  for 
this  purpose  will  be  made  without  charge,  with  the  commercial  portions 
of  the  programs  included. 

Within  the  next  week  TC-TV  will  begin  regular  operations  in 
Cedar  City,  Utah.

RECORD  SALES  INCREASES  REPORTED  FOR  NBC  OWNED  STATIONS  IN  1955; 

DENNY  CALLS  MEETING  OF  MANAGERS  TO  PLAN  FOR  1956 

The  annual  meeting  of  managers  of  radio  and  television 
stations  owned  by  the  National  Broadcasting  Company,  called  for 
Monday  and  Tuesday,  Jan.  l6-17>  will  hear  a  report  that  collectively 
the  NBC  Owned  Stations  broke  all  previous  sales  records  during  1955. 

Charles  R.  Denny,  Vice  President  of  NBC  Owned  Stations  and 
NBC  Spot  Sales,  scheduled  the  closed  meeting  at  the  Plaza  Hotel  in 
New  York  City .  It  will  be  attended  by  general  managers  and  other 
top  management  personnel  of  the  NBC  Owned  Stations  and  by  staff 
members  of  the  Owned  Stations  and  Spot  Sales  divisions. 

Sales  increases  on  the  individual  NBC  Owned  Stations  ran  as 
high  as  51  per  cent  in  1955,  it  was  reported  by  Mr.  Denny.  Local  sales 
in  both  radio  and  television  rose  approximately  the  same  percentage 
in  1955.  The  radio  increase  was  19*5  per  cent  and  for  television  it 
was  19.1  per  cent.  The  combined  increase  was  19.2  per  cent. 

National  spot  business  also  showed  a  healthy  gain  in  1955, 

Mr.  Denny  reported,  with  the  division  scoring  at  11  per  cent  growth 
for  the  year.

'Record  Sales  Increases' 


High  scorers  in  local  sales  in  radio  for  the  year  as  against 
1954  were  WMAQ,  Chicago,  with  38  per  cent;  WTAM,  Cleveland,  with  28 
per  cent;  and  WRC,  Washington,  with  22  per  cent.  Top  honors  in  local 
television  in  1955  went  to  KRCA,  Los  Angeles,  with  an  increase  of  51 
per  cent  over  1954.  WRC-TV,  Washington,  and  WRCA-TV,  New  York,  were 
next  with  increases  of  19  per  cent  each  for  the  year. 

The  strong  finish  in  December  of  each  of  the  stations  helped 
establish  the  record  sales  figures,  Mr.  Denny  said.  Combined  local 
time  sales  were  up  26  per  cent  over  December,  1954,  and  combined 
national  spot  sales  rose  more  than  16  per  cent  over  the  same  month  last 
year. 

Leaders  in  the  year-end  surge  of  local  television  business 
were  KRCA,  Los  Angeles,  with  a  120  per  cent  increase  over  December, 
1951+;  WRC-TV,  Washington,  with  more  than  39  pen  cent;  and  WRCA-TV 
with  more  than  15  per  cent.  In  local  radio  the  largest  gains  in 
December  were  recorded  by  WMAQ,  Chicago,  with  43  per  cent;  KNBC,  San 
Francisco,  with  40  per  cent;  and  WRCA  with  more  than  34  per  cent. 

National  spot  gains  in  television  during  December  were  paced 
by  WRC-TV,  Washington,  with  a  jump  of  more  than  65  per  cent,  followed 
by  WNBQ,  Chicago,  with  28  per  cent.  WRC,  Washington,  led  the  way  in 
December  gains  in  national  spot  radio,  with  a  rise  of  more  than  36 
per  cent. 

Mr.  Denny  has  scheduled  an  agenda  for  the  managers'  meeting 
which  covers  such  subjects  as  color  television,  1956  budget  goals,  new 
merchandising  plans,  the  NBC  Owned  Stations  Leadership  Contest  which 
was  held  during  the  last  half  of  1955*  and  a  review  of  performance  in 
1955.

COLD  WAR  IS  NOT  ON  AGAIN,  NBC  MOSCOW  CORRESPONDENT  LEVINE 
STATES  UPON  RETURN  TO  U.S.A.  FOR  A  BRIEF  VISIT 

The  cold  war  is  NOT  on  again,  in  the  opinion  of  Irving  R, 
Levine  of  NBC  News. 

Levine  arrived  here  yesterday  morning  (Jan.  12)  after  a 
six -month  stint  as  NBC's  Moscow  correspondent  and  rapped  prevailing 
rumors  that  the  Geneva  spirit  is  a  thing  of  the  past. 

"We're  far  from  the  millennium  and  we  may  never  reach  it, 
but  it's  very  apparent  our  basic  relations  with  the  Soviet  Union  have 
improved,"  he  said. 

"I  think  we  overestimated  the  spirit  of  Geneva  --  we  ex¬ 
pected  too  much  of  it.  Anybody  who  thinks  the  Russians  would  change 
their  concepts  of  what  they  consider  Russian  security  is  simply 
wrong.  Or,  as  Khrushchev  puts  it:  'The  man  who  thinks  we 're  going 
to  give  up  Marx  and  Lenin  can  wait  until  a  shrimp  can  whistle , ' 

"They  still  say  harsh  things  about  the  United  States  but 
it's  a  broad  departure  from  the  bitter  animosity  of  the  cold  war." 

Levine,  who  went  to  Russia  last  Summer  to  cover  a  brief 
agricultural  junket  and  remained  to  become  the  first  accredited 
network  foreign  correspondent  in  Moscow  since  19^7 ,  pointed  out

that  some  American  tourists  are  permitted  in  Russia  now,  that 
"Porgy  and  Bess"  is  currently  playing  in  Moscow,  and  that  foreign 
correspondents  can  function  there  easily. 

"These  things  would  have  been  unthinkable  in  Stalin's 
day,"  he  added. 

Levine  is  back  in  the  states  to  accept  his  award  as  one 
of  the  "Ten  Outstanding  Young  Men  of  America  for  1955"  and  will 
fly  to  Springfield,  Ill,,  to  receive  it  on  Saturday.  The  award  is 
conferred  by  the  United  States  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Levine  said  all  his  Russian  broadcast  scripts  were 
censored  but  that  most  were  returned  to  him  intact.  Occasionally, 
he  said,  a  line  or  two  would  be  deleted  and  occasionally  a  script 
was  simply  never  returned. 

"The  most  frustrating  thing  about  Russian  censorship," 
said  Levine,  "is  that  you  never  see  the  censor  so  you  can't  argue 
with  him. " 

Soviet  censors,  he  added,  are  very  sensitive  to  any  adverse 
comment  on  their  leadership. 

Levine  grinned  broadly  at  this  juncture  and  told  of  one 
reference  that  went  right  through. 

"I  was  writing  about  the  November  7  celebration  of  the 
anniversary  of  the  revolution,"  he  said,  "and  I  observed  that 
'fireworks  lit  up  the  sky  and  the  leaders  were  equally  lit  up.'  It 
went  by  because  the  censors  apparently  thought  I  meant  the  leaders 
were  glorious  or  ebullient  or  something." 

Levine  said  that  any  statement  about  Soviet  women  being 
shabbily  dressed  was  usually  cut.  However,  if  he  wrote  that  Soviet

women  were  shabby  "by  American  standards"  it  was  all  right  and  the 
censor  would  pass  the  comment. 

Levine  was  refused  every  time  he  requested  an  interview 
with  Khrushchev  but  he  did  meet  the  Soviet  leader  several  times  at 
receptions.  Of  him  he  said:  "Khrushchev  would  probably  be  a 
successful  politician  in  any  country  --  he's  energetic,  back-slapping, 
likeable.  He  talks  like  the  common  man,  unlike  Bulganin  who  speaks 
in  a  highly  literate  manner." 

Levine  said  he  had  several  preconceived  notions  banished 
when  he  reached  Moscow. 

"The  Kremlin,  for  instance,  isn't  grim  and  foreboding  at 
all,"  he  said,  "It's  a  beautiful,  majestic  building.  And  the  people 
aren't  solemn  and  disagreeable  --  they're  quite  friendly. 

"But  life  is  deadly  serious.  While  I'm  home  I  want  to 
recapture  all  that  I  can  of  the  gayety  and  charm  of  American  life." 

Levine  expects  to  be  back  in  New  York  for  conferences 
with  William  R.  McAndrew,  Director  of  NBC  News,  next  week.  He  will 
return  to  Moscow  in  early  February.

NBC’S  SYLVESTER  L.  WEAVER  JR.  URGES  TV  DEALERS  TO  HELP 
BRING  COLOR  TELEVISION  TO  MATURITY  AS  MASS  MEDIUM 

CHICAGO,  Jan.  16  --  Sylvester  L.  Weaver  Jr.,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company,  today  urged  the 
nation’s  television  dealers  to  join  the  campaign  to  bring  color  tele¬ 
vision  to  maturity  as  a  mass  medium. 

In  a  talk  before  the  convention  of  the  National  Appliance 
and  Radio-Television  Dealers’  Association  in  Chicago,  Mr.  Weaver 
pointed  out  that  NBC’s  color  programming  —  currently  totalling  more 
than  40  hours  a  month  --  had  created  a  strong  demand  for  color 
receivers.  What  this  meant  to  the  dealers,  he  added,  was  that  they 
could  look  ahead  to  an  assured  sale  of  40  or  50  million  color 
receivers  in  the  next  seven  or  eight  years. 

He  deplored  what  he  viewed  as  a  tendency  on  the  part  of 
dealers  to  hold  back  in  selling  of  color  receivers. 

"If  you,  the  dealers,"  Mr.  Weaver  said,  "were  out  there 
right  now  believing  in  color  and  selling  color  aggressively,  your 
sales  zoom  would  take  place  immediately.  1956  would  be  the  year  in 
which  the  color  dam  burst."

Promoting  color  television  would  not  hurt  black-and-white 
sales,  he  assured  the  dealers. 

"If  you  have  the  confidence  in  the  schedule  and  the 
programming  that  we  have  as  broadcasters,"  he  stated,  "you  would  not 
worry  about  black-and-white  sales  falling  apart,  because  what  we  are 
offering  the  people  is  so  good  that  those  who  will  not  be  able  to 
afford  a  color  set  in  the  next  year  or  two  will  still  buy  the  new 
large-screen,  low-cost  black-and-white  sets  that  you  have  available 
to  them." 

By  promoting  the  sale  of  color  receivers,  he  said,  dealers 
would  be  contributing  to  a  force  which  would  carry  America  to  greater 
heights  of  prosperity.

SEVEN  TOP  NBC  SHOWS  TO  BE  PRESENTED  IN  COLOR  FROM 
WEST  COAST  ORIGINATION  POINTS  IN  NEXT  FEW  WEEKS 

Move  Marks  Second  Phase  of  Tests  With  NBC's  Mobile  Unit 


The  National  Broadcasting  Company's  color  television 
programming  schedule,  already  far  ahead  of  all  competition,  took 
another  step  forward  this  week  as  network  officials  announced  plans 
to  originate  seven  top  shows  in  color  during  the  next  few  weeks. 

Marking  the  second  phase  of  a  series  of  tests  with  the 
network's  color  mobile  unit,  Fred  Wile  Jr.,  Vice  President  in  charge 
of  Programming  for  NBC's  Pacific  Division,  and  Thomas  W.  Sarnoff, 
Director  of  Production,  said  the  tests  would  begin  today,  Jan.  17. 

Stars  whose  shows  are  slated  for  colorcasting  include 
Tennessee  Ernie  Ford,  Pinky  Lee,  Tony  Martin,  Dinah  Shore,  Eddie 
Fisher,  Jack  Bailey  and  Jimmy  Durante.  At  present,  none  of  the 
programs  mentioned  is  set  for  permanent  colorcasting,  Mr.  Wile  and 
Mr.  Sarnoff  pointed  out.  They  will  be  used  simply  in  tests  by  the 
mobile  unit  for  determining  what  architectural  changes  may  be 
necessary  to  convert  some  of  the  network's  present  black  and  white 
facilities  to  color  studios.

Last  week  the  mobile  unit  was  used  to  televise  "NBC  Matinee 
Theater's"  production  of  "All  the  Trees  of  the  Field"  at  Rancho 
Rinconada  in  San  Fernando  Valley's  woodland  hills.  As  a  result  of  the 
success  of  this  experiment,  Alan  Neuman,  director-producer  of  the 
show,  has  been  assigned  to  develop  additional  outdoor  color  dramas. 

"Last  week's  experiment  proves  that  location  TV  with  color 
is  practical,"  Mr.  Wile  said.  "It  proved  it  from  both  the  technical 
and  program  standpoints,  and  reaction  from  both  the  trade  press  and  the 
lay  public  has  been  gratifying.  We're  encouraged  to  continue 
developments  along  this  line  in  the  hope  we  can  get  color  TV  outside 
studio  walls  more  often." 

Shows  to  be  televised  in  color  from  three  of  the  network's 
black  and  white  studios  are  "The  Tennessee  Ernie  Ford  Show,"  Jan.  17 
and  18;  "The  Pinky  Lee  Show,"  Jan.  19  and  20  (all  from  Studio  3  in 
NBC's  Burbank,  Calif.,  facility);  "The  Tony  Martin  Show,"  Jan.  23; 

"The  Dinah  Shore  Show,"  Jan.  24;  the  Eddie  Fisher  Show,  Jan.  25 
(all  from  Studio  D  in  Hollywood),  and  "NBC  Matinee  Theater,"  Jan.  30; 
"Truth  or  Consequences,"  Feb.  3*  and  "The  Jimmy  Durante  Show,"  Feb.  4 
(all  from  Studio  1  in  Burbank) . 

A  remote  color  pickup  for  the  "Wide  Wide  World"  program  of 
Feb.  12  is  also  planned.

A  Russian-language  radio  adaptation  of  "Nightmare  in  Red," 
the  NBC  Television  story  of  Communism  inside  Russia,  is  to  be  beamed 
into  the  Soviet  Union. 

Radio  Liberation,  operated  by  the  American  Committee  for 
Liberation  from  Bolshevism,  a  private  organization,  will  beam  the 
"Nightmare  in  Red"  soundtrack  into  Russia  from  Lampertheim,  near 
Munich,  Germany,  Tuesday,  Jan.  24  from  9:30  to  10:30  p.m.,  EST.  This 
will  be  the  very  hour  NBC  will  telecast  the  program  to  its  "Armstrong 
Circle  Theatre"  audience  the  second  time.  The  first  "Circle  Theatre" 
performance,  on  Dec.  2J,  brought  strong  demand  from  the  public  for  a 
repeat  showing  of  this  first  authentic  reconstruction  of  the  historical 
drama  of  Russian  Communism.

The  National  Broadcasting  Company  began  operation  yesterday 
(Jan.  22)  of  television  station  WPTZ  and  radio  station  KYW  in 
Philadelphia,  it  was  announced  by  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  President  of  NBC. 

Mr.  Sarnoff  announced  these  major  plans  for  the  Philadelphia 

stations . 

1.  A  change  of  call  letters  to  WRCV  and  WRCV-TV,  effective 
Feb.  13. 

2.  Installation  as  soon  as  possible  of  facilities  for 
originating  local  television  programs  in  color. 

3.  Appointment  of  Lloyd  E.  Yoder,  veteran  NBC  station 
manager,  as  General  Manager. 

NBC  acquired  the  stations  through  an  exchange  of  broadcast 
properties  with  the  Westinghouse  Broadcasting  Company.  NBC  transferred 
to  Westinghouse  its  Cleveland  stations,  WNBK,  WTAM  and  WTAM-FM,  and 
paid  Westinghouse  $3,000,000  in  exchange  for  the  two  Philadelphia 
stations.  This  transaction  was  approved  by  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  on  Dec.  21,  1935.

EQUIVALENT  OE  A  COMPLETE  TV  STATION  HAS  TO  BE  BUILT 
IN  BAHAMAS  FOR  ’WIDE  WIDE  WORLD’  PROGRAM  OF  JAN.  29 


Barry  Wood’s  dream  of  bringing  in  a  live  telecast  from  the 
Bahamas  via  NBC-TV’s  WIDE  WIDE  WORLD  is  about  to  be  realized  --  but 
at  the  cost  of  some  remarkable  effort. 

The  signal  will  have  to  be  "bounced"  off  the  atmosphere,  for 
example,  because  the  earth’s  curvature  interferes.  And  the  equivalent 
of  an  entire  TV  station  has  to  be  built  on  Bimini  Island.  And  since 
the  station  has  to  be  housed,  a  prefabricated  garage  has  to  be 
bought.  Things  like  that. 

Wood,  who  is  executive  producer  of  the  roving  live  TV  show, 
has  wanted  to  beam  pictures  from  the  Bahamas  to  the  states  ever  since 
’’Wide  Wide  World"  accomplished  the  first  overwater  telecast  from  Cuba 
last  November.  He  expects  to  make  a  go  of  the  Bahamas  pickup  on 
Sunday,  Jan.  29  (4-5:30  p.m.,  EST). 

Robert  Bendick,  the  producer  in  charge  of  this  date’s 
program,  went  whipping  down  to  the  Bahamas  several  weeks  ago  to  make 
arrangements  —  and  found  out  right  away  what  he  was  in  for. 

The  earth’s  curvature  on  the  55-wile  span  between  Bimini 
and  Miami  Beach  is  such  that  a  700-foot  tower  on  Bimini  would  be

necessary  if  a  straight-line  beam  were  to  be  sent.  Since  that’s  an 
awful  lot  of  tower,  Bendick  and  NBC  engineer  Lew  Hathaway  elected 
to  experiment.  They  will  send  the  signal  over  the  curve  so  that  it 
will  be  scattered  and  bounced  by  the  atmosphere.  "We  expect,"  says 
Hathaway,  "that  enough  will  come  down  to  cause  a  signal  at  the 
receiver. " 

If  it  works,  it  will  be  the  first  example  of  what  engineers 
call  "beyond  the  horizon"  transmission  to  be  used  on  a  public 
consumption  program.  To  help  the  cause  along,  a  receiving  antenna 
with  20  times  the  amplification  of  a  normal  one  will  be  set  up  atop 
the  Fontainebleau  Hotel  at  Miami  Beach. 

Bendick  had  to  build  a  TV  station  because  there’s  no  TV  of 
any  description  on  Bimini,  Cat  Cay  and  Gun  Cay  —  the  three  isles  to 
be  portrayed.  It’s  being  completed  here  in  New  York  now,  at  a  cost 
of  $22,000,  and  it'll  be  trucked  down  to  Miami  Beach  in  five  sections. 
At  Miami  Beach,  the  station  will  be  loaded  aboard  a  ferry  and  taken 
over  to  Bimini. 

The  prefabricated  garage  Bendick  had  to  buy  in  Miami  to 
house  the  homeless  station  was  ferried  over  and  is  now  standing 
waiting  atop  the  highest  knoll  on  Bimini,  one  that  stands  all  of  27 
feet  above  sea  level. 

A  total  of  14  live  TV  cameras  will  be  set  up  on  the  three 
islands  and  the  scenes  picked  up  by  these  will  be  picked  up  by  the 
station  at  Bimini,  curved  and  bounced  across  the  water  to  Miami 
Beach,  and  thence  fed  to  the  nation’s  TV  sets  via  the  NBC  network. 

Some  45  minutes  of  the  Bahama  pickups  will  be  shown  and  the 
scenes  include  such  activities  as  underwater  wrestling,  big  game 

fishing,  coconut  tree  climbing  contests,  pageantry,  and  skeet  shooting.

FOR  "ELDER  WISE  MEN"  SERIES,  TO  BE  TELECAST  JAN.  29

India's  Prime  Minister  Jawaharlal  Nehru,  filmed  in  the 
formal  garden  of  his  official  residence  in  New  Delhi,  speaks  of  his 
memory  of  things  past  and  of  his  hopes  for  the  future  in  one  of  NBC 
Television's  continuing  series  of  conversations  with  "elder  wise  men" 
Sunday,  Jan.  29  (2-2:30  p.m.,  EST). 

Now  66,  Nehru  speaks  in  the  film  with  Chester  Bowles,  former

JACK  L.  BEGON,  FORMER  NBC  BUREAU  CHIEF  IN  ROME,  NAMED  DIRECTOR  OF  NEWS, 
SPECIAL  EVENTS  AND  COMMUNITY  RELATIONS  FOR  WBUF-TV,  BUFFALO 

BUFFALO,  N.Y.  --  Plans  for  heavy  emphasis  on  local  news 
and  public  service  programs  were  announced  today  by  Charles  C.  Bevis 
Jr.,  General  Manager  of  WBUF-TV,  Buffalo’s  NBC  owned  station,  with  the 
appointment  of  veteran  reporter  and  commentator  Jack  L.  Begon  to  the 
post  of  Director  of  News,  Special  Events  and  Community  Relations. 

The  appointment  is  in  line  with  the  rapidly  growing 
importance  on  the  national  and  international  scene  of  the  Niagara 
Frontier  area. 

A  native  of  Spokane,  Wash.,  Begon,  44,  brings  to  his  new 
Buffalo  post  25  years  of  world  reporting  experience. 

As  Rome  bureau  manager  for  NBC,  he  was  responsible  for  news 
coverage  in  Italy,  the  Balkans  and  the  Middle  East,  as  well  as  the 
Holy  Sea. 

Begon,  in  December,  1951*  first  revealed  that  General 
Eisenhower  had  decided  to  actively  "seek  and  accept"  the  Republican 
nomination  in  the  1952  election. 

Shortly  after  Pearl  Harbor,  Begon  left  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle  to  enter  the  Army  as  a  volunteer  officer  candidate  in  the 
Infantry.  Immediately  after  his  arrival  in  North  Africa,  he  was

transferred  to  the  Army  newspaper,  the  Stars  and  Stripes.  After 
serving  with  the  paper  in  Oran,  Algiers,  Naples  and  Rome,  Begon  left 
the  service  to  found  and  publish  the  first  English  language  newspaper 
in  Italy,  the  Rome  Daily  American. 

He  Joined  the  NBC  staff  early  in  1946,  while  still  publishing 
the  Rome  paper.  By  1951 ,  he  had  built  up  the  Rome  NBC  Bureau  to  such 
an  extent  that  he  could  no  longer  continue  his  publishing  activities. 

He  sold  the  paper  and  concentrated  his  activities  on  the  organization 
of  NBC  radio  and  TV  coverage  in  the  Balkans  and  the  Middle  East. 

He  won  recognition  from  the  Vatican  for  his  coverage  of  the 
Communist  trial  of  Cardinal  Mindzenty,  the  solemn  ceremonies  marking 
the  opening  of  the  Holy  Year  in  Rome,  the  Canonization  of  Pope  Pius  X, 
and  the  serious  illness  of  Pope  Pius  XII. 

At  the  Berlin  Four-Power  Conference  in  1954,  Begon,  assigned 
to  cover  the  Russian  delegation,  managed  to  make  the  first  direct 
broadcast  from  Communist  controlled  East  Berlin.  Last  Summer,  Begon 
was  one  of  the  first  correspondents  to  secure  a  Russian  visa  as  a 
result  of  a  request  made  directly  to  Russian  Communist  Party  chief 
Nikita  Khrushchev  at  a  Yugoslav  reception.  While  in  Moscow,  Begon 
made  uncensored  broadcasts  to  the  NBC  Radio  network.

SOVIET  UNION  AGREES  *  IN  PRINCIPLE 1  FOR  NBC  TO  MAKE  COLOR  FILM 
OF  LIFE  IN  U.S.S.R.;  PRODUCER  GRAFF  LEAVING  FOR  MOSCOW 

The  Soviet  Union  has  agreed  "in  principle"  to  a  proposal 
of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  to  make  a  color  film  of  life 
inside  the  U.S.S.R.,  it  was  announced  today  by  Davidson  Taylor,  NBC 
Vice  President  in  charge  of  Public  Affairs. 

Mr.  Taylor  said  that  Robert  D.  Graff  had  been  appointed 
producer  for  the  proposed  color  film,  which  is  planned  to  be  an  hour 
or  an  hour-and-a-half  in  length.  Mr.  Graff  will  leave  tomorrow 
(Thursday)  for  Moscow  to  conduct  exploratory  conversations  with 
appropriate  Russian  officials,  including  those  in  the  Ministry  of 
Culture,  under  whose  jurisdiction  the  project  has  been  placed. 

Mr.  Taylor  said  this  was  the  first  time  that  an  American 
television  organization  had  been  granted  approval  in  principle  by 
the  Soviet  government  for  a  documentary  film. 

NBC's  suggestion  for  such  a  film  was  initiated  eight  months 
ago  in  a  telegraphed  request  to  Soviet  leader  Nikita  S.  Khrushchev 
signed  by  Sylvester  L.  Weaver  Jr.,  then  President  and  now  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  NBC.  Since  that  initial  contact,  negotiations  have

SENATOR  LEHMAN  SUGGESTS  UPPER  HOUSE  PROCLAIM  "FESTIVAL  OF  MUSIC  WEEK" 
IN  RECOGNITION  OF  JANUARY  30  COLORCAST  ON  "PRODUCERS'  SHOWCASE" 

Impressed  with  the  "considerable  significance  in  the 
cultural  world"  of  NBC-TV's  upcoming  "Festival  of  Music"  (on  PRODUCERS 
SHOWCASE  Monday,  Jan.  30,  8-9:30  p.m.,  EST),  Senator  Herbert  H.  Lehman 
(D.-N.Y.)  on  Monday,  Jan.  23,  suggested  to  his  colleagues  in  the  U.S. 
Senate  that  "in  recognition  of  this  event,"  as  well  as  of  the  general 
public  interest  in  music,  "the  week  of  Jan.  30  be  proclaimed  as 
Festival  of  Music  Week." 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  remarks  of  Senator  Lehman  were 
ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  appendix  of  the  Congressional  Record. 

They  follow  in  full: 

On  Monday,  Jan.  30,  1956,  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company  will  telecast  in  color  and  black  and  white  over  its 
nationwide  facilities  a  major  presentation  entitled  "Festival 
of  Music . " 

Although  the  chief  emphasis  of  this  program  is,  of 
course,  on  music,  it  will  have  overtones  of  education,  art 
and  culture.  Because  of  the  scope  of  this  program,  the

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great  array  of  talent  to  be  presented  and  the  ground¬ 
breaking  nature  of  the  presentation  itself,  this  NBC  under¬ 
taking  commands  our  attention  and  invited  reflection. 

A  century  ago,  America  was  awakening  to  the  universal 
language  of  music.  Our  forefathers  were  crowding  into 
small  concert  halls,  into  drawing  rooms  and  other  available 
auditoriums  to  hear  the  first  presentation  of  Beethoven's 
"Fidelio"  and  Verdi's  "La  Traviata."  But  an  opportunity  to 
see  and  hear  these  performances  was  available  only  to  the 
privileged  few.  Still,  the  national  appetite  for  musical 
presentations  was  not  to  be  denied.  There  were  touring 
companies  which  appeared  in  centers  of  population  from  one 
end  of  the  country  to  the  other.  Who  of  that  era  will 
forget  the  barnstorming  production  of  "Ben  Hur"  and  the 
tours  of  the  Metropolitan,  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  San 
Francisco  opera  companies?  The  enthusiasm  of  those  who 
attended  band  concerts  by  John  Philip  Sousa  and  the  great 
Philharmonic  Orchestra  left  their  landmark  in  the  thousands 
of  public  bandstands  across  the  land. 

Then  there  was  the  phonograph,  which  caught  the  public 
fancy,  then  declined  in  popularity,  then  rose  again  to  pre¬ 
sent  heights.  Surely  it  was  a  wise  man  who  said  he  preferred 
to  write  a  nation's  songs  than  to  make  its  laws. 

Then  in  recent  years,  the  inventive  genius  so  character¬ 
istic  of  America  produced  television.  American  inventive 
genius  made  it  possible,  through  television,  for  half  the

'Let  your  women  talk;  and  you  will  learn  something  from  them. '  When 
Caesar's  power  is  endangered  by  Egyptian  plotters,  Cleopatra  has  one 
of  the  plotters  stabbed.  Whereupon  Caesar  rebukes  Cleopatra  for  her

To  meet  the  busy  schedule  of  the  leading  lady,  Julie  Harris, 
who  gives  eight  performances  weekly  in  her  latest  Broadway  triumph, 
"The  Lark,"  an  NBC  color  studio  nearest  Broadway  was  selected  for  the 
rehearsals  and  colorcast.  This  enables  her  to  make  curtain  time  with 
greater  ease  by  avoiding  a  daily  trip  to  NBC-TV's  largest  Eastern 
color  studio,  located  in  Brooklyn.
